My Hours of Leiſure I ſpent in read- 
ing the beſt Authors, antient and modern ; being 
always provided with a good Number of Books; 
and,when I was aſhore, in obſerving the Manners 
and Diſpoſitions of the People, as well as learn- 
ing their Language ; wherein I had a great Fa- 
lit by the Strength, of my Memory... 
Tux laſt of theſe Voyages not. proving very 
fortunate, . I grew-weary of the Sea, and intended 
to ſtay. at Home with my Wife and Family. I 
removed from the Old. Jury to Fetfer-Lane, and 
from thence to Wapping, hoping to get Buſineſs | 
among the Sailors; but it would not turn to Ac- 
count. After three Years Expectation that Things 
would mend, I accepted an adyantageous Offer 
from Captain William Pritchard, Maſter of the 
Antelope, who was making a Voyage to the Sauth- 


Sea. We ſet fail from Briffol, May the 4th, 
1699, and our Voyage at firſt was very proſper-

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Indies, we were driven by a violent Storm to the 


North-Weſt of Van Diemen's Land. By an Ob- 
ſervation, we found ourſelves in the Latitude of 


30 Degrees 2 Minutes South. Twelve of our 


Crew were dead by immoderate Labour, and ill 


Food; the reſt were in a very weak Condition. 
On the Fifth, of November, which was the Be-

ginning of Summer in thoſe Parts, . the Weather 


eing very 5 56 the Seamen eſpied a Rock with- 
in half a Cable's Length of the Ship; but the 
Wind was ſo ſtrong, that we were driven direaly 
7 5 it, and immediately ſplit. Six of the Crew, 

of whom I was one, having let down the Boat 

into the Sea, made a Shift to get clear of the 
Ship and the Rock. We rowed, by my Com- 
putation, about three Leagues, until we were 
able to work no longer, being already ſpent with 


Labour while we were in the Ship. We there- 


fore truſted ourſelves to the WIR of the Waves; 
and in about half an Hour the Boat was overſet 


by a ſudden Flurry from the North. What be- 
came of my Companions in the Boat, as well as 


of thoſe who eſcaped on the Rock, or were left in 


te Veſſel, I cannot tell; but conclude they were 


all loft. For my own Part, I ſwam as Fortune 
directed me, and was puſhed forward by Wind 
and Tide. I often let my Legs drop, and could 
feel no Bottom: But when I was almoſt gone, 
and. able to ſtruggle no longer, I found myſelf 
within my Depth; and by this Time the Storm 
was. much abated. The Declivity was ſo ſmall, 
that I walked near a Mile before I got to the 
=O kd CIF-I XL? | a een n e Shore, 
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Shore, which I conjectured was about Eight of 


Clock in the Evening. I then advanced forward. 
near half a Mile, but could not diſcover any Sign 


of Houſes or Inhabitants; at leaſt T was in fo. 


weak a Condition that I did not obſerve them. 


I was extremely tired, and with that, and the 
Heat of the Weather, and about Half a Pint of 


Brandy that I drank as I left the Ship, I found 
myſel if much inclined to fleep. I lay down on 
the Graſs, which was very ſhort and ſoft, where 
I flept founder than ever I remember to have 


done in my Life, and, as I reckoned, about nine 


Hours ; 3 for when I awaked, it was juſt Day- 
light. I attempted to riſe, but was not able to. 
ſtir: For, as I happened to lie on 8 Back, I 


found my Arms and Legs were ſtrongly faſtened | 
on each Side to the Ground; and my Hair, which 


was long and thick, tied down in the fame Man- | 
ner. I likewiſe felt ſeveral flender Ligatures 
acroſs my Body, from my Armpits to my Thighs. 
I could only look upwards ; the Sun began to 
grow hot, and the Light offended mine Eyes. 
I heard a confuſed Noiſe about me; but, in the 


Poſture Tlay, could ſee nothing except the Sky. 


In a little Time I felt ſomething alive moving on 
my left Leg, which, advancing gently forward 
over my Breaſt, came almoſt up to my Chin; 


when, bending mine Eyes downwards as much 
as Icould, I perceived it to be an human Creature

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Sea, (an Inconvenience that all prudent Mariners 
take eſpecial Care to provide againſt) I firſt cau- 
tioned the Emperor not to be afraid; and then 
J let it off in the Air. The Aſtoniſhment here 
was much greater than at the Sight of my Scy- 
miter. Hundreds fell down as if they had been 
ſtruck dead; and even the Emperor, although 
he ſtood his Ground, could not recover himſelf 
for ſome Time. I delivered up both my Piſtols 
in the ſame Manner as I had done my Scymiter, 
and then my Pouch of Powder and Bullets; beg- 
ing him that the former might be kept from 
Fire; for it would kindle with the ſmalleſt Spark, 
and blow up his Imperial Palace into the Air. 
I likewiſe delivered up my Watch, which the 
Emperor was very curious to fee ; and command- 

ed two of his talleſt Yeomen of the Guards to 
bear it on a Pole upon'their Shoulders, as Dray- 
men in England do a Barrel of Ale. He was 
amazed at the continual Noiſe it made, and the 
Motion of the Minute-Hand, which he could 
eaſily diſcern ; for their Sight is much more acute 
than ours: He aſked the Opinions of his learned 
Men about:him, which were various and remote, 
as the Reader may well imagine without my re- 
peating; although, indeed, I could not perfect- 
ly underſtand them.

V Gentleneſs ad coal Behaviour had 


| gained ſo far on the Emperor and his 

Tort, and indeed upon the Army and People 
in general, that I began to conceive Hopes of get- 
ing my Liberty in a ſhort Time. I took all poſ- 
ſible Methods to cultivate this favourable Diſpo- 


ſition. The Natives came by Degrees to be leſs 5 
apprehenſive of any Danger from me. I would 


ſometimes lie down, and let five or fix of them 
dance on my Hand. And at laſt the Boys and 
Girls would venture to come and play at Hide 
and Seek in my Hair. I had now made a good 


' Progreſs 
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Progreſs i in underſtandin nx ar ſpeaking their Lan- 
guage, The Emperor had a Mind one Day to 
entertain me with ſeveral of the Country Shows ; 
wherein they exceed all Nations I have known, 
both for Dexterity and Magnificence. I was di- 
verted with none ſo much as that of the Rope- 

Dancers, performed upon a ſlender white Thread, 
extended about two Foot, and twelve Inches from 
the Ground. Upon whic h I ſhall deſire Liberty, 

with the Reader's Patience, to enlarge a little. 

Tus Diverſion is only practiſed by thoſe Per- 

| ſons, who are Candidates 2 r great Employments, 
and high Favour, at Court. They are trained in 
this Art from their Youth, and are not always of 
noble Birth, or liberal Education. When a great 
Office is vacant, either by Death or Diſgrace, 
(which often happens) five or ſix of thoſe Can- 
didates petition the Emperor to entertain his Ma- 
Jelly and the Court with a Dance on the Rope; 
and whoever jumps the higheſt without falling 
ſucceeds in the Office. Very often the chief Mi- 
niſters themſelves are commanded to ſhew their 
Skill, and to convince the Emperor that they have 
not loſt their Faculty. Flimnap, the Treaſurer, 
is allowed to cut a Caper on the ſtrait Rope at 
leaſt an Inch higher than any other Lord in the 
whole Empire. I have ſeen him do the Sum- 
merſet, ſeveral Times together, upon a Trencher 
fixed on a Rope, which is no thicker than a com- 
mon Packthread in England. My Friend Rei- 
dreſal, principal Secretary for private Affairs, is, 
in my Opinion, if I am not partial, the *

Tuksk Diverſions are * 8 with fa- 


tal Accidents, whereof great Numbers are. on 


Record. I myſelf have ſeen two or three Can- 
didates break a Limb. But the Danger is much 


greater, when the Miniſters themſelves are com- 


manded to ſhew/ their Dexterity: For, by con- 
tending to excel themſelves and their Fellows, 
they ſtrain ſo far, that there is hardly one of them 
who hath not received a Fall ; and ſome of them 
two or three. I was affured, that, a Year or two 


before my Arrival, Plimnap would have infalli- 


bly broke his Neck, if one of the King's Cuſhions, 
hat accidentally. lay on the Ground, had not 
weakened the Force of his Fall. 


THERE is likewiſe another Diverſion, which i is 


only ſhewn before the Emperor and Empreſs, and 


firſt Miniſter, upon particular Occaſions. The 
Emperor lays on a Table three fine filken Threads 
of ſix Inches long. The one is blue, the other red, 
and the third green. Theſe Threads are propoſed 
as Prizes, for thoſe Perſons whom the Emperor 


hath a Mind to diſtinguiſh by a peculiar Mark 


of his Favour. The Ceremony is performed in 
his Majeſty's great Chamber of State ; where the 


Fg idates are to undergo a Trial of Dexterity 
different from the former ; and ſuch. as I 


— not obſerved the leaſt Reſemblance of in 
any other Country of the old or the new World. 
The Emperor holds a Stick in his Hands, both 
Ends parallel to the Horizon, while the Candi- 
dates, advancing one by one, ſometimes leap over 


the 
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the stick, and ſometimes creep under it backwards 
and forwards ſeveral Times, according as the 
stick is advanced or depreſſed. Sometimes the 
Emperor holds one End of the Stick, and his 
firſt Miniſter the other; ſometimes the Miniſter 
| hath it entirely to himſelf. Whoever performs 
his Part with moſt Agility, and holds out the 
longet in /eaping and creeping, is rewarded with 
the blue- coloured Silk; the Red is given to the 
next, and the Green to the third, which they 
all wear girt twice round about the Middle; and 
you ſee fe great Perſons about this Court, who 
are not adorned with one of theſe Girdles. 
Tur Horſes of the Army, and thoſe of the 
Royal Stables, having been daily led before me, 
were no longer ſhy, but could come up to my 
very Feet, without ſtarting. The Riders would 
leap- them over my Hand as I held it on the 
Ground; and one of the Emperor's Huntſmen, 
| 5 a large Courſer, took my Foot, Shoe and 
all; which was indeed a prodigious Leap. I had 
the good Fortune to divert the Emperor one Day, 
after a very extraordinary Manner. I deſired he 
would order ſeveral Sticks of two Foot high, and 
the Thickneſs of an ordinary Cane, to be brouglit 
me; whereupon his Majeſty commanded the Ma- 
ſter of his Woods to give Directions according- 
ly; and the next Morning ſix Woodmen arrived 
with as many Carriages, drawn by eight Horſes 
to each. I took nine of theſe Sticks, and fixing 
them firmly i in the Ground in a Quadrangular 
Figure, two Foot and a half ſquare, I took four 
| ws Sticks and tied them parallel at each

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Corner, about two Foot from the Ground; then 1 
faſtened my Handkerchief to the nine Sticks that

Wher, I had finiſhed my Work, I deſired the Em- 
peror to let a Troop of his beſt Horſe twenty 
four in Number, come and | exerciſe upon this 
Plain. His Majeſty approved of the Propoſal, and 
I took them up one by one in my Hands, ready 
mounted and armed, with the proper Officers to 


exerciſe them. As ſoon as they got into order, 


they divided into two Parties, performed mock 


i Skirmiſhes, diſcharged blunt Arrows, drew their 
Swords, fled and purſued, attacked and retired; 


and, in ſhort, Alboverad: the beſt military Diſci- 
pline I ever beheld. The parallel Sticks ſecured 
them and their Horſes from falling over the Stage; 
and the Emperor was ſo much delighted, that he 
.ordered this Entertainment to be repeated ſeveral 
Days; and once was pleaſed to be lifted up, and 
give the Word of Command; and, wi great 
Difficulty, perſuaded even the Empreſs herſelf to 
let me hold her in her cloſe Chair, within two 
Yards of the Stage, from whence the: was able 
to take a full View of the whole Performance. 
It was my good Fortune that no ill Accident 
happened in theſe Entertainments; only once a 
fiery Horſe that belonged to one of the Captains, 
pawing with his Hoof, ſtruck a Hole in my 
Handkerchief, and his Foot flipping, he over- 
threw his Rider and ef; but I 1 
reliev 
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rekdved them both: For covering the Hole with 
one Hand, I ſet dowyn the Troop with the other, 
in the ſame Manner as I took them up. The 
Horſe that fell was ſtrained in the left $ oulder, 
but the Rider got no Hurt; and repaired my 
Handkerchief as well as 1 cdl : However, I 
would not truſt to the Strength of it uy more in 
ſuch dangerous Enterprizes. 

ABOUT two or three Days nadie 1 was {ot at 


Liberty, as I was N the Court with 


theſe Kind of Feats, there arrived an Expreſs to 
inform his Majeſty, that ſome of his Subjects, 
riding near the Place where I was firſt taken up, 
had ſeen a great black Subſtance lying on the 


Ground, very oddly ſhaped, extending its Edges 


round as wide as bis Mieſty s Bedchamber, and 
riſing up in the Middle as high as a Man: That 
it was no living Creature, as they at firſtapprehend- 
ed; for it lay on the Graſs without Motion, and 
ſome of them had walked round it ſeveral Times: 
That, by mounting upon each others Shoulders, 
they had got to the Top, which was flat and 


even; and teig ng upon it they found it was 


hollow within: * That they humbly conceive" it 
might be ſomething belonging to the Man- 
Mountain; and, if his Majeſty pleaſed, they

portunities for Laughter and Admiration. 

I rap ſent fo many Memorials and Petitions 
for m y Liberty, that his Majeſty at length: men- 
dane the Matter firſt in he Cabinet, and then 


in a full Council; where it was oppoſed by none, 
except Skyreſh Bolgolam, who was pleaſed, with 
out any Provocation, to be my mortal Enemy. 


But it was carried againſt him by the whole

The Lanes and 
Alleys which I could not enter, but only viewed 
them as I paſſed, are from twelve to eighteen 
Inches. The Town is capable of holding five 
hundred thouſand Souls. The Houſes are from 
three to five Stories. The _— and Markets 
are well provided. 11. 
Tux Emperor's Palace i is in the Center of the 
City, where the two great Streets meet. It is in- 

| Cloſed by a Wall of two Foot high, and twenty 
Foot diſtant from the Buildings. I had his Maje- 
ſty's Permiſſion to ſtep over this Wall; and the 
Space being ſo wide between that and the Palace, I

Of theſe 
Trees I made two. Stools, each about three Foot 
high, and ſtrong enough to bear my Weight. The 
People having received Notice a ſecond Time, 1 
Went again through the City to the Palace, with 
my two Stools in my Hands. When I came to 
the Side of the outer Court, I ſtood upon one 
| tool, and took the other in my Hand: This 1 
| lifted over the Roof, and gently ſet it down on 
the Space between the firſt and ſecond. Court, 
which was eight Foot wide. I then ſtept over 
the Buildings very conveniently from one Stool 
to the other, and drew up the firſt after me with 
a hooked Stick. By this Contrivance I got into 
the inmoſt Court; and, lying down upon my 
Side, I applied my Face to the Windows of the 
middle Stories, which were leſt open on Purpoſe, 
and diſcovered the moſt ſplendid Apartments 
that can be imagined.

I took up 
twenty Waiters in my Hand and placed them on 
the Table; an hundred more attended below on 
the Ground, ſome with Diſhes of Meat, and ſome 
with Barrels of Wine and other Liquors, ſlung 
on their Shoulders; all which the Waiters above 
drew up as 1 wanted, in a very ingenious Man- 
ner, by certain Cords, as we draw the Bucket 
up a Well in Europe. A Diſh of their Meat 
was a good Mouthful, and a Barrel of their Li-

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to ours, but their Beef is excellent. I have had 
a Sirloin fo large that I have been forced to make 
three Bits of it: but this is rare. My Servants 
were aſtoniſhed to ſee me eat it Bones and all, 
as in our Country we do the Leg of a Lark.

away one of my Sheep; I found her Bones in a 


Hole, picked clean from the Fleſh. The reſt of 


my Cattle J got fafe on Shore, and ſet them a 
grazing in a Bowling-Green at Greenwich, where 

Finenefs of the + Graf made them feed very 
heartily, although I had always feared the con- 
trary: Neither could I poſiibly have preſerved 
them in ſo long a Voyage, if the Captain had 


not allowed me ſome of his beſt Biſket, which, 
rubbed to a Powder and mingled with Water, 
was their conſtant Food. The ſhort Time I con- 


tinued in England I made a conſiderable Profit by 
ſhewing my Cattle to many Perſons of Quality 
and others: And, before I began my ſecond 
Voyage, I fold them for ſix hundred Pounds. 
Since my laſt Return, I find the Breed is con- 
fiderably increaſed, eſpecially the Sheep; which, 
I hope, will prove much to the Advantage of the 
Woollen Manufacture, by the Fineneſs of the

began to blow with much greater Violence, and

We could not get down our To maſt, but let 
ſtand; becauſe ſhe ſcudded before the Sea very 
well, and we knew that the Top-maſt 'being 
aloft, the Ship was the wholeſomer, and made 
better W ay through the Sea, ſeeing we had Sea- 
room. the Storm was over we ſet Fore- 
fall aht Main- fail, and brought the Ship to. 
Then we ſet the Miſſen, Maintop-ſail and the 
Foretop-ſail. - Our Courſe was Eaſt North. Eaſt, 
the Wind was at South-Weſt. We got the Star-

7c 
O the 1th Day of June ans, 2 a Boy 
ny the Top-Maſt diſcovered, L On the 
17th;.we came in full View of a great Wand 
or Continent,” (for we knew not whether) on the 
Saut h Side Whereof Was a ſmall Neck of fat 
jutting out into the Sea, and a Creek, too ehe 5 
to hold a Ship above one hundred Tons. We 
caſt Anchor within a League of this Creek, "and 
our Captain ſent a Dozen of his Men, well 
armed, in the Long-Boat, with Veſſels for Wa- 
ter, if any could be found.

I now began to 
be weary, and ſeeing nothing to entertain my 
Curioſity,” I returned gently — towards the 
Creek, and, the Sea being full in my View, Ifaw.

I found it fully cultivated; but that 
which firſt ſurprizedd me was the Length of the 
Graſs, which in thoſe Grounds, that ſeemed to 
be kept for Hay, was above twenty Foot high. 
I e£LL into a high Road, for fo I took it to 
be, although it Greg to the Inhabitants only ag 
a Foot-path through a Field of Barley. Here 
1, walked on for ſome Time, but could ſee little 
on either Side, it being now near Harveſt, and 
the Corn riſing at leaſt forty Foot. I was an 
Hour walking 5 the End of this Field; which 
was fenced in yn a Hedge of atleaſt one hun- 
dred and twenty Feet high, and the Trees ſo lof- 
ty that I could make no Computation of their 
Altitude.

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faw in the Sea purſuing our Boat. He appeared 
as tall as an ordinary Spire-Steeple; and took about 
ten Yards at every Stride, as near as I could gueſs. 
I was ſtruck with the utmoſt Fear and Aſtoniſh- 
ment, and ran to hide myſelf in the Corn, from 
whence I fawhim at the Top of the Stile Jook- 
ing back into the next Field on the right Hand; 
and heard him call in a Voice many Degrees 
louder than a ſpeaking Trumpet; but the Noiſe 
Was fo great in the Air, that at firſt I certainly 
thought it was Thunder. Whereupon ſeven 
Monſters like himſelf, came towards him with 
Reaping Hooks in their Hands, each Hock about 
the Largeneſs of ſix Scythes.

- Account of the Metropolis. The Author's oy 
oof . The chief Temple deferibes. 


NOW. intend to give the Reader a ſhort De- 
; ſcription of this Country, as far as I travelled 
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in it, which was not above two thouſand Miles 
round Torbrulgrud, the Metropolis. For the 
Queen, whom I always attended, never went 
further when the accompanied 13 
Progreſſes; and there ſtayed until his Majeſty re 
turned from viewing his Frontiers. The while 
Extent of this Prince's Dominions reacheth but 
fix thouſand Miles in Length, and from three to 
five in Breadth. From hence I cannot but 
conclude, that our Geographers of Europe are in 
a great Error, by ſuppoſing nothing but Sea be- 
tween Japan and California: For it was ever 
my Opinion, that there muſt be a Balance of 
Earth to counterpoiſe the great Continent of 
Tartary; and therefore they ought to correct 
their Maps and Charts, by joining this vaſt Tract 
of Land to the North-Weſt — of America; 
wherein i ſhall be Wan to lend them my Af. 
ſiſtance. 

TRE * is a Ninas, terminated to 
the North-Eaſt by a Ridge of Mountains t 
Miles high, which are altogether impaſſable, by 
Reaſon of the Volcanoes upon the Tops. Nei- 
ther do the moſt Learned know what Sort of 
| Mortals inhabit beyond thoſe Mountains, or 

. whether they be inhabited at all. On the three 
other Sides it is bounded by the Ocean. There 
is not one Sea- port in the whole Kingdom; and 
thoſe Parts of the Coaſts into which the Rivers 
iſſue are ſo full of pointed Rocks, and the Sea 
generally ſo rough, that there is no venturing 
your the len of their Boats; ſo that theſe 


People 
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People are wholly excluded from any Com- 
merce with the reſt of the World. But the large 
Rivers are full of Veſſels, and abound with ex- 
cellent-Fiſh ; for they ſeldom get any from the 
Sea, becauſe the Sea-fiſh' are of the: ſame Size 
with thoſe in Europe ; and, conſequently, not 
worth catching ; whereby it is manifeſt that Na- 
ture in the Production of Plants and Animals of 
ſo extraordinary a Bulk is wholly confined to this 


5 Continent; of v hich I leave the Reaſons to be 


determined by the Philoſophers. However, 
now and then they take a Whale that happens 
to be daſhed againſt the Rocks, which the com- 
mon People feed on heartily. Theſe Whales I 
have known ſo large that a Man could hardly 
carry one upon his Shoulders; and ſometimes, 
for Curioſity, they are brought in Hampers to 
Lorbrulgrud : I ſaw one of them in a Diſh at 
the King's Table, which paſſed for a Rarity; but 
I:did/not obſerve he was fond of it, for I think, 
indeed, the Bigneſs diſguſted him, although I 
have ſeen one ſomewhat larger in Greenland. 
Tux Country is well inhabited, for it contains 
fifty one Cities, near an hundred walled Towns, 
and a great Number of Villages. To ſatisfy my 
curious Reader, it may be ſufficient to deſcribe 
Lorbrulgrud. This City ſtandeth upon almoſt 
two equal Parts on each Side of the River that 
. paſſes through. It contains above eighty thou- 
ſand Houſes... It is in Length three Glonglungs, 
{which make about fifty four Engh/h Miles) and 
two and a half in Breadth, as I meaſured it = 


, 
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ſelf in the Royal Map made by the King's Order, 
which was laid on the Ground on Purpoſe for | 
me, and extended an hundred Feet ; ei 
Diameter and Circumference US; Times, 
bare-foot, and, computed by the Scale, mea- 
ſured it pretty exactly. 

Tx King's Palace is no We Edifice, but 
an Heap of Buildings about ſeven Miles roun' 
The chief Rooms are generally two hundre 
and forty Foot high, and broad and long in 

ortion. A Coach was allowed to Glumdal. 
clitch and me, wherein her Governeſs frequently 
took her out to ſee the Town, or go among the 
Shops; and I was always of the Party, carried 
in my Box: Although the Girl, at my own 
Defire, would often take me out and hold me 
in her Hand, that J might more 8 
view the Houſes and the People as we 
along the Streets. I reckoned our Coach to be 
about a Square of Meſiminſter-Hall, but not al- 
together ſo high, however, I cannot be 
exact. One Day the Governeſs ordered our 
Coachman to ſtop at ſeveral Shops; where the 
Beggars, watching their Opportunity, crouded 
to the Sides of the Coach, and gave me the moſt 
horrible Spectacles that ever an European Eye be- 
held. There was a Woman with a Cancer in 
her Breaſt, ſwelled to a monſtrous Size, full of 
Holes, in two or three of which I could have 
_ eafily crept, and covered my whole Body. There 
was a Fellow with a Wen in his Neck, | 
than five Woolpacks ; and another with a couple 
* Weoders: Legs, each about twenty Foot high. 
: But 
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But the moſſ hateful Sight of all was. the Lice 
crawling on their Cloaths; I could ſee diſtinctly 
the Limbs of theſe Vermin with my naked Eye, 
much better than thoſe of an European Louſe 
through a Microſcope; and their Snouts, with 
which they rooted like Swine. They were the 
firſt I had ever beheld; and I ſhould have been 
curious enough to diſſect one of them, if I had 
had proper Inſtruments, (Which I unluckily left 
behind me in the Shi ) although, 0 the 
Sight was ſo nauſeous that: it peel turned my 
Stomach. 


Brsiprs the an which I was uſually 
" carried, the Queen ordered a ſmaller one to be 
made for me, of about twelve Foot ſquare, ad 
ten high, for the Convenience of Travelli 
becauſe, the other was ſomewhat too large f or 
Glumdalclitch's Lap, and cumberſome in the 
Coach:, it was made by. the ſame Artiſt, whom 
I directed in the 1 Contrivance. This tra- 
velling Cloſet was an exact Square, with a Win- 
dow in the Middle of three of the Squares, and 
each Pen was letticed with Iron Wire on the 
Outſide, to prevent Accidents in long Journies. 
On the ae Side, which had no Window, two 
ſtrong Staples were fixed, through which the 
Perſon that carried me, when I had a Mind to 
be on Horſeback, put in a Leathern Belt, and 
puckled it about his Waiſt.” This was always 
the Office of ſome grave truſty Servant, in whom 
= 185 confide, whether I attended the King 
wy ny aa in their Progreſſes, or were diſpoſed 
to ſee the Warne. or pay a Viſit to — 
| Lady 
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Lady or Miniſter of State in the Court, when 
Glumdalclitch happened to be out of Order: For 
1 ſoon began to be known and eſteemed among 
the greateſt Officers, I ſuppoſe more upon Ac- 
count of their Majeſties Favour than any Merit of 


my own. In Journies, when I was weary. of 
the Coach, a Servant on Horſeback would buckle 
my Box, and place it on a Cuſhion before him; 
and there I had a full Proſpect of the Country on 
three Sides from my three Windows. I had in 
this Cloſet a Field-Bed and a Hammock hung 
from the Ceiling, two Chairs and a Table, neatly 
ſcrewed. to the Floor, to prevent being toſſed 
about by the Agitation of the Horſe or the Coach, 
And, having Bs long uſed. to Sea-Voyages, 
thoſe Motions, although ſometimes very violent, 
did not much diſcompoſe me. 1 
WIEN EVER I had a Mind to fee the Town, it 
was always in my Travelling. Cloſet ; which 
Glumdalclitch held in her Lap, in a Kind of open 
Sedan, after the Faſhion of the Country, borne 
by four Men, and attended by two others in the 
Queen's Livery. The People, who had often 
heard of me, were very curious to croud about 
the Sedan; and the Gul was complaiſant enough 
to make the Bearers top, and do take me in her 
Hand, that I might be more conveniently ſeen. 
I was very deſirous to ſee the chief Temple; 
and 2 the Tower belonging to it, 
which is reckoned the higheſt in the Kingdom, 
Accordingly one Day my Nurſe carried me thi- 
ther, but I may truly ſay I came back ene 
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ect; for the Height f is not above three thouſand 


Foot, r:ckoning from the Ground to the higheſt 


Pinnacle-Top; which, allowing for the Differ- 
ence between the Size of theſe P; 

Burope, is no great Matter for Admiration, nor 
ut a "equal in Proportion (if I rightly remember) 
to Sal Pury Steeple. But, not to detract from a 
Nation, to Which, during my Life, I ſhall ac- 
knowledge myſelf extremely obliged ; it muſt be 
allowed, that whatever this famous Tower 
Wanteth ! in Height is amply made v up in Beauty 
and Strength. For the Walls are near an hun- 
dred Foot thick, built of hewn Stone, whereof 


edel is about forty Foot ſquare, and adorned on 


all Sides with Statues, of Gods and Em perots, 
cut in Marble, than the Life, bed in 
their ſeveral Niches- IJ meaſured a little Finger 
which had fallen down from one of theſe Statues, 
and lay unperceived among ſome Rubbiſh; and 
found it exactly four Foot and an Inch in Length:

The Dog, following the Scent, came directly 


up, and, taking me in his Mouth, ran ſtraight to 


His Maſter, wagging his Tail, and ſet me gently 


on the Ground.

vering over the Garden, made a Stoop at me, 
and if I had not reſolutely drawn my Hanger, 
and run under a thick Eſpalier, he would certainly 
have carried me away in his Talons. Another 
Time, walking to the Top of a freſh Mole-hill, 
I fell to my Neck in the Hole through which 
that Animal had caſt up the Earth; and coined

And, after all, 


1 BT; their natural Smell was much more ſup- 


portable than when they uſed Perfumes, under 
which I immediately iwooned. away. I cannot. 
215 that an intimate Friend of mine in Lilli 


ut took the Freedom in a warm Day, when J 


uſed a good deal of Exerciſe, to complain of 


a Ba Smell about me: although I am as little 


at way as moſt of my Sex. But, I ſup- 
pole, his Faculty. of Smelling was as nice with 
regard to me, as mine was to that of this People. 
Upon this Point, I cannot forbear doing Juſtice. 
to the Queen my Miſtreſs. and Glumdaldliieh my 
Nurſe; whoſe Perſons were as ſweet as Wo of 


any. Lady in England. 
THAT which gave me moſt Uneaſineſs among 


theſe Maids of Honour, when my Nurſe carried 
me to viſit them, was to ſee them uſe me with- 
out any Manner of Ceremony, like a Creature 


who had no Sort of Conſequence. For, they 
would ſtrip themſelves to their Skins, and put on 


their Smocks in my Preſence, while I was placed 
on their. Toylet directly before their naked Bo- 


dies; which, I am ſure, to me was very far 
from being a tempting Sight, or from giving me 
any other Motions than thoſe of Horror and Diſ-

guſt. Their Skins appeared ſo coarſe and un- 
even, 15 variouſly. coloured; when. I e them 
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near, with a Mole here and there as broad as a 
Trencher, and Hairs hanging from it thicker 
than Packthreads; to ſay nothing further con- 
cerning the reſt of their Perſons.

Ox Day, a young Gentleman, who was 
Nephew to my Nurſe's Governeſs, came and 
preſſed them both to fee an Execution. It was 
of a Man who had murdered one of that Gen- 
tleman's" intimate Acquaintance. Glumdalclitch 
was prevailed on to be of the Company, very 
much againſt her Inclination ; for ſhe was natu- 
rally tender-hearted : And, as for myſelf, al- 
though I abhorred ſuch Kind of SpeQacles ; yet 
my Curioſity tempted me to fee ſomething that 
I thought: muſt be extraordinary. The Male- 
factor was fixed in a Chair upon a Scaffold erect- 
ed for the Purpoſe; and his Head cut off at one 
Blow with a Sword of about forty Foot long. 
The Veins and Arteries ſpouted up ſuch a pro- 
digious Quantity of Blood, and ſo high in the

Tur Queen, who often uſed to koh me alk 

of my Sea-Voyages, and took all Occaſions to 

divert me when I was melancholy, aſked me 


whether I underſtood how to handle a Sail or an 


Oar; and whether a little Exerciſe of Rowing 
might not be convenient for my Health? I an- 
ſwered, that I underſtood both very well. For, 


although my proper Employment had been to be 


Surgeon or Doctor to the Ship, yet often, upon 


a Pinch, I was forced to work like a common 
Mariner. But, I could not ſee how this could 


be done in their Country, where the ſmalleſt 
Wherry was equal to a firſt Rate Man of War 
among us; and ſuch a Boat as I could manage 
would never live in any of their Rivers: Her 
Majeſty ſaid, if I would contrive a Boat, her own 
Joiner ſhould make it, and ſhe would provide a 
Place for me to fail in. The Fellow was an in- 
gemous Workman, and by my Inſtructions in 
ten Days finiſhed a Pleaſure-Boat with all its 
Tackling, able conveniently to hold eight Euro- 


frans. When it was finiſhed, the Queen was ſo 
delighted, that ſhe ran with it in her _ to the 


King, who ordered it to be put in a Ciſtern full 


of Water, with me in it, by Way of Trial; 


where I could not manage my two Sculls or Oars 


for want of Room. But the Queen had before 


contrived another Project. She ordered the 
Joiner to make a Wooden Trough of three hun- 
"ou Foot long, fifty broad, and eight deep; 


which, 
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which, being well pitched to prevent leaking, 
was placed on the Floor along the Wall, in an 
outer Room of the Palace. It had a Cock near 
the Bottom, to let out the Water when it began 

to grow ſtale, and two Servants could eaſily fill 

it in Half an Hour. Here I often uſed to row 
for my Diverſion, as well as that of the Queen 
and her Ladies, who thought themſelves agree 
ably entertained with my Skill and Agility.

IN this Pxerciſe I once met with an Acciivat 
which had like to have coſt me my Life.

| Trough; the Governeſs, who attended Glum- 
dalclitebh, very officiouſl _ me up to place 
me in the Boat; but 1 ned to flip through 
her Fingers, and ſhould ave infallibly fallen 
down forty Foot upon the Floor, if by the Juckieſ 

Chance in the World I had not been ſtopt by a 
Corking- pin that ſtuck in the good Gentlewo- | 
man's Stomacher ; the Head of the Pin paſſed 
between my Shirt and the Waiſtband of my 
Breeches ; and thus I was held by the Middle in 
Ga * until — to my Relief. 
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-; ANoTuER Tirae, one of the Servants, whoſe

with freſh Water, was ſo careleſs to let a huge 


Frog: (not perceiving it) ſlip out of his Pail. The 
Frog lay concealed until I was put into my Boat, 
but then ſeeing a reſting Place, climbed up, and 
made it lean ſo much on one Side, that I was

in at the Door and every Window. I retreated 
to the farther Corner of my Room or Box; but 
the Monkey, looking in at every Side, put me 
into ſuch a Fright, that I wanted Preſence of 
Mind to conceal myſelf under the Bed, as I 
might eaſily have done. After ſome Time ſpent 
in peeping, grinning, and chattering, he at laſt 
eſpied me, and reaching one of his Paws in at 
the Door, as a Cat doth when ſhe playeth with 
a Mouſe, although I often ſhifted Place to avoid 
him; he at length ſeized the Lappet of my Coat, 
(which; being made of that Country Silk, was 
very thick and ſtrong) and dragged me out.

T.USED by attend the King's Leach once or 
twice a Week, and had often ſeen him under 
the Barber's Hand, which indeed was at firſt 
very terrible to behold ; for the Razor was almoſt 
twice as long as an ordinary Scythe. His Ma- 
 Jeſty, according to the Cuſtom of the Country, 
was only ſhaved twice a Week. I once prevail- 
ed on the Barber to give me ſome of the Suds or 
Lather, out of which I picked forty or fifty of 
the nee Stumps of Hair.

gave to Glumdalchtch, by the Queen's Conſent. 
To fay the Truth, it was more for Shew than 
Uſe, being not of Strength to bear the Weight 
of the larger Coins; and therefore ſhe kept no- 
thing in it, but ſome little Toys that Girls are 
.. in 
Tux King, who delighted in Muſick, had fre- 
quent Concerts at Court, to which I was ſome- 
times carried, and ſet in my Box on a Table to 
hear them: But the Noiſe was ſo great, that 1 
could hardly diſtinguiſh the Tunes. I am confi- 
dent, that all the Drums and Trumpets of a 
Royal Army, beating and ſounding together juſt 
at your Ears, could not equal it. My Practice 
Was to have my Box removed from the Place 
where the Performers fat, as far as I could;

I rap learned in my Youth to play a little up- 
on the Spinet ; Glumdalclitch kept one in her 
Chamber, and a Maſter attended twice a Week 
to teach her. I call it a Spinet, becauſe it ſome- 
what reſembled that Inſtrument, and was played 
upon in the ſame Manner, A Fancy came into 
ny Head, that I could entertain the King and 
| Queen with an Engliſb Tune upon this Inſtru- 
ment, But this appeared extremely difficult :

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Fer the Spinet was near ſixty Foot long, each 


Key being almoſt a Foot wide; ſo that, with my 
Arms extended, I could not reach to above five 
Keys; and to preſs them down required a

great a Labour, and to no Purpoſe. The Me- 
thod I contrived was this: I prepared two round 
Sticks about the Bigneſs of common Cudgels:

Their Ideas are perpetually converſant in Lines 


and Figures. If they would, for Example, 
praiſe the Beauty of a Woman, or any other

THEIR Houſes are very ill built, the Walls

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atid for which we are the leaſt adapted either by 
Study or Nature. | | = 


Taxsz People are under continual Diſqui- 
etudes, never enjoying a Minute's Peace of 


Mind; and their Diſturbances proceed from 


Cauſes which very little affect the reſt of Mortals. 
Their Apprehenſions ariſe from ſeveral Changes 
they dread in the Celeſtial Bodies. For Inſtance; 


that the Earth by the continual Approaches of 
the Sun towards it muſt in Courſe of Time be 


abſorbed or ſwallowed up. That the Face of 
the Sun will by Degrees be incruſted with its 


on Effluvia, and give no more Light to the 


World. That the Earth very narrowly eſcaped 


a Bruſh from the Tail of the laſt Comet, which 


would have infallibly reduced it to Aſhes ; 


and that the next, which they have calculated 


for one and thirty Years hence, will probably 
deſtroy us. For, if in his Perihelion it ſhould 


approach within a certain Degree of the Sun, 
(as by their Calculations they have Reaſon to 


dread) it will conceive a Degree of Heat ten 
thouſand Times more intenſe than, that of red- 
hot glowing Iron ; and in its Abſence from the 
Sun carry a blazing Tail ten hundred thouſand 
and fourteen Miles long; through which if the 
Earth ſhould paſs at the Diſtance of one hundred 
thouſand Miles from the Nucleus, or main Body 


of the Comet, it muſt in its Paſſage be ſet on 


Fire, and reduced to Aſhes. That the Sun 
daily ſpending its Rays, without any Nutriment 


to ſupply them, will at laſt be wholly conſumed 
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and annihilated ; which muſt be attended with 


the Deſtruction of this Earch, and of all the 
Planets that receive their Light Mo 1 it. | 
Tux are fo perpetually alarmed with the 
Apprehenſions of theſe and the like impending 
Dangers, that they can neither ſleep quietly in 
their Beds, nor have any Reliſh for the com- 
mon Pleaſures or Amuſements of Life. When 


they meet an Acquaintance in the Morning, the 


firſt Queſtion is about the Sun's Health ; how he 
looked at his Setting and Riſing, and what 
Hopes they have to avoid the Stroke of the ap- 


proaching Comet. This Converſation they are 


apt to run into with the ſame Temper that Boys 


diſcover in delighting to hear terrible Stories of 
Sprites and Hobgoblins, which they greedily 


liſten to, and dare not go to Bed for fear. 
Taz Women of the Ifland have Abundance 
of Vivacity; they contemn their Huſbands, and 


are exceedingly fond of Strangers, whereof there 


is always a conſiderable Number from the Con- 
tinent below, attending at Court, either upon Af- 


fairs of the ſeveral Towns and Corporations, or 


their own particular Occaſions; but are much 
deſpiſed, becauſe they want the ſame Endow- 
ments. Among theſe the Ladies chuſe their 


Gallants: But the Vexation is, that they act with 


too much Eaſe and Security; for the Huſband is 
always ſo wrapped in Speculation, that the

T DESIRED Leave of this Prince to ſee the 
Curioſities of the Iſland; which he was gra- 
ciouſly pleaſed to grant, and ordered my Tutor to 
attend me. I chiefly wanted to know to what 
Cauſe in Art or in Nature it owed its ſeveral Mo- 
tions; whereof I will now give a philoſophical 
Account to the Reader. i | 
T Tux flying or floating Iſland is exactly circu 
lar ; its Diameter 7837 Yards, or about ; 
* : if 2 . #7 
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Miles and an Half, and conſequently contains 
ten thouſand Acres. It is three hundred Vards 
thick. The Bottom, or under Surface, which 
appears to thoſe who view it from below, is one 
even regular Plate of Adamant, ſhooting up to 
the Height of about two hundred Yards. Above 
it lie the ſeveral Minerals in their uſual Order ; 
and over all is a Coat of rich Mould ten or 
twelve Foot deep. The Declivity of the upper 
| Surface, from the Circumference to the Center, 
is the natural Cauſe why all the Dews and Rains, 
which fall upon the Iſland, are conveyed in ſmall 
Rivulets towards the Middle, where they are 


emptied into four large Baſons, each of about 


half a Mile in Circuit, and two hundred Yards 
diſtant from the Center. From theſe Baſons the 
Mater is continually exhaled by the Sun in the 
Pay- time, which effectually prevents their over- 
flowing. Beſides, as it is in the Power of the 
- Monarch to raiſe the Iſland above the Region of 
Clouds and Vapours, he can prevent the falling 


of News and Rains, whenever he pleaſeth. For 


the higheſt Clouds cannot riſe above two Miles, 
as Naturaliſts agree, at leaſt they were never 
known to do fo in that Coun 

Ax the Center of the Iſland chere ib « Chaſm 
about fifty Yards in Diameter, from whence the 
Aſtronomers deſcend into a large Dome, which 
is therefore called Flandone Gagnole, or the 
Aſtronomers Cave, ſituated at the Depth of an 
hundred Yards beneath the upper Surface of the 
Adamant. In this Cave are twenty-Lamps con- 
+ finually burning, which from the Reflection of 


the 
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the Adamant caſt a ſtrong Light into every Part. 
The Place is ſtored with great Variety of Sex- 
tants, Quadrants, Teleſcopes, Aſtrolabes, and other 
Aſtronomical Inſtruments. But the greateſt Cu- 

rioſity, upon which the Fate of the Iſland de- 
pendeth, is a Load- ſtone of a prodigious Size, in 
Shape reſembling a Weaver's Shuttle. It is in 


Length ſix Vards, and in the thickeſt Part at 


leaſt three Vards over. This Magnet is ſuſtained 
by a very ſtrong Axle of Adamant, paſſing 
through its Middle, upon which it plays, and is 
poiſed ſo exactly, that the weakeſt Hand can 
turn it. It is hooped round with an hollow Cy- 
nder of Adamant, four Foot deep, as many 
thick, and twelve Yards in Diameter, placed ho- 
rizontally, and ſupported by eight Adamantine 
Feet, each fix Yards high. In the Middle of 
the Concave Side, there is a Groove twelve 
Inches deep, in which the Extremities of the 
Axle are lodged, and turned round as there 1s 
Occaſion. 3 8 ogy 15 
Tuts Stone cannot be moved from its Place 
by any Force, becauſe the Hoop and its Feet are 
one continued Piece with that Body of Adamant 
which conſtitutes the Bottom of the Iſland. 

By Means of this Load-ſtone, the Iſland is 
made to riſe and fall, and move from one Place 
to another. For, with reſpect to that Part of 
the Earth over which the Monarch preſides, the 
Stone is endued at one of its Sides with an at- 
tractive Power, and at the other with a repulſive.

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End towards the Earth, the Iſland deſeendeth-; B 
but vrhen the repelling Extremity pointeth down- 
Wards, the Iſland mounteth directly upwards. 


When the Poſition of the Stone is oblique, the 
Motion of the Iſland is ſo too.

To explain the Manner of its Progreſs, let 4B

When it is arrived at D, let the Stone be turned 
upon its Axle until its attracting End points to- 
Wards E, and then the Iſland will be carried ob- 


liquely towards E; where if the Stone be a 


turned upon its Axle until it ſtandeth in the Pell 
tion E F, with its repelling Point downwards, the 
Hand will riſe obliquely toward F, where, by di- 
recting the attracting End towards G, the Ifland 


may be carried to G, and from & to H, by turn- 
ing the Stone, ſo as to make its repellin g Extre- 


mity point directly downwards. And thus by 


changing the Situation of the Stone as often as 
th is Occaſion, the Iſland is made to riſe and 
fall by Turns in an oblique Direction; and by 


1585 1 A and F 1955 (the Obliquity 
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being not conſiderable) is conveyed from ms 
Part of the Dominions to the other. 

Bor it muſt be obſerved, that this Iſland can- 
not moye beyond the Extent. of the Dominions 
below; nor can it riſe above the Height of four 
Miles. For which the Aſtronomers (who have 
written large Syſtems concerning this Stone) aſſign 
the following Reaſon : That the magnetick Vir- 
tue doth not extend beyond the Diſtance of four 


Miles, and that the Mineral which acteth upon 15 


the Stone in the Bowels of the Earth, and in the 
Sea about ſix Leagues diſtant from the Shoar, is 
not diffuſed through the whole Globe, but ter- 
minated with the Limits of the King's Domi- 
nions: And it was eaſy from the great Advantage 
of ſuch a ſuperior Situation for a Prince to bring 
under his Obedience whatever an lay with- 
in the Attraction of that Magnet. 

WHEN the Stone is put parallel to the Plane 
of the Horizon, the Iſland ſtandeth ſtill; for in 
that Caſe, the Extremities of it, being at equal 
Diſtances from the Earth, act with equal Force, 
the one in drawing downwards, the oo] in puſh- 
ing upwards; and conſequently no Motion can 


enſue. 


Tars Load-ſtone is under the Care of certain 
Aſtronomers, who, from 'Time to Time, give it 
ſuch Poſitions as the Monarch directs. They 
22 the greateſt Part of their Lives in obſerving 

e celeſtial Bodies, which they do by the Aſſiſt- 
ance of Glaſſes, far excelling ours in Goodneſs. 
For, although their largeſt Teleſcopes do not 
exceed three * mY — much _ 
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than thoſe of a Hundred with us, and ſhew the 

Stars with greater Clearneſs. This Advantage 
hath enabled them to extend their Diſcoveries 
much farther than our Aſtronomers in Europe. 
They have made a Catalogue of ten thouſand 
fixed Stars, whereas the largeſt of ours do not 
contain above one third Part of that Number. 
They have likewiſe diſcovered two lefler Stars, 
or Satellites, which revolve about Mars; where-

2 3 the innermoſt is diſtant from the Center of the 


Planet exactly three of his Diameters, 
bd the outermoſt five; the former revolveth in 
the Space of ten Hours, and the latter in twenty- 
one and an Half; fo that the Squares of their 
periodical Times are very near in the fame Pros. 
portion with the Cubes of their Diſtances from 
the Center of Mars; which evidently ſhews 
them to be governed by the ſame Law of Gravi- 


; tation, that influences the other heavenly Bodies. 


Tux have obſerved ninety-three different Co- 


mets, and ſettled their Periods with great Exact- 


neſs. If this be true, (and they affirm it with 
great Confidence) it is much to be wiſhed that 
their Obſervations were made publick ; whereby 
the Theory. of Comets, which at preſent is very 
lame and defective, might be brought to the 


ſame Perfection with other Parts of Aſtronomy. 


Txt King would be the moſt abſolute Prince 
in the Univerſe, if he could but prevail on a Mi- 
niſtry to join with him; but theſe having their 
Eſtates below on the Continent, and conſidering 
that * One of a run hath a — uncer-⸗

tain Tenure, would never conſent to the en- 
ſlaving of their Country. 

Ir any Town ſhould engage in Rebellion or 
Mutiny, fall into violent Factions, or refuſe to 
pay the uſual Tribute, the King hath two Me- 
thods of reducing them to Obedience. The firſt 
and the mildeſt Courſe is by keeping the Iſland 

hovering over ſuch a Town and the Lands about 
it; whereby he can deprive them of the Benefit 
of the Sun and the Rain, and conſequently afflict 
the Inhabitants with Dearth and Diſeaſes. And, 
if the Crime deſerve it, they are at the fame 
Time pelted from above with great Stones, 
againſt which they have no Defence, but by 
creeping into Cellars or Caves, while the Roofs 
of their Houſes are beaten to Pieces. But if they 
ſtill continue obſtinate, or offer to raiſe Inſur- 
rections, he proceedeth to the laſt Remedy, by 
letting the Iſland drop directly upon their Heads, 
which maketh an univerſal Deſtruction both of 
_ Houſes and Men. However, this is an Extre- 
mity to which the Prince is ſeldom driven, nei- 
ther indeed is he willing to put it in Execution ; 
nor dare his Miniſters adviſe him to an Action, 
which, as it would render them odious to the 
People, ſo it would be a great Damage to their 
own Eſtates that lie all bow. for the Iſland is 
the King's Demeſne. 177 3 

Bur there is ſtill indeed a more weighty Rea- 
ſon, why the Kings of this Country have been al- 
ways averſe from executing ſo terrible an Action, 
_ unleſs upon the utmoſt Neceſſity. For, if the 
Town intended to be deſtroyed ſhould have in it 


any 
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any tall Rocks, as it generally falls out in the 
larger Cities; a Situation probably choſen at firſt 


with a View to 3 ſuch a Cataſtrophe: Or, 


if it abound in high Spires or Pillars of Stone, a 


ſudden Fall might endanger the Bottom or under 


Surface of the Iſland, which, although it conſiſt, 
as I have ſaid, of one entire Adamant two hun- 


dred Yards thick, might happen to crack by too 


great a Cheque, or burſt by approaching too near 


the F ires from the Houſes below ; as the Backs 
'of both Iron and Stone will often do in our Chim- 


neys. Of all this the People are well apprized, 
and underſtand how far to carry their Obſtinacy, 
where their Liberty or Property is concerned. 


And the King, when he is higheſt provoked, and 


moſt determined to preſs a City to Rubbiſh, or- 
ders the Iſland to deſcend with great Gentleneſs, 


out of a Pretence of Tenderneſs to his People, 


but indeed for Fear of breaking the adamantine 
Bottom; in which Caſe it is the Opinion of all 


their Philoſophers, that the Load-ſtone could no 


longer hold it up, and the whole Maſs would 
fall to the Ground. # 5 5 
By a fundamental Law of this Realm, nei- 


ther the King, nor either of his two elder Sons, 


are permitted to leave the Iſland ; nor the Queen 


until ſhe ispaſt Child-bearing. :

hg THOU I cannot fay that I was ill 
treated in this Iſland, yet I muſt confeſs 
I thought myſelf too much neglected, not with- 
out ſome Degree of Contempt. For neither 
Prince nor People appeared to be curious in any 
Part of Knowledge, except Mathematicks and 
_ Muſick, wherein I was far their inferior, and up- 
on that Account very little regarded. 
ON the other Side, after having ſeen all the 
Qurioſities of the Ifland, I was very deſirous to 
leave it, being heartily weary of thoſe People. 
They were indeed e Wa in two Sciences for 
which I have great Eſteem, and wherein I am 
not unverſed ; but at the ſame Time ſo abſtract- 
ed and involved in Speculation, that I never met 
with ſuch diſagreeable Companions. I converſed 
only with Women, Tradeſmen, Flappers, and 
Court-Pages, during two Months of my Abode 
there ; by which at laſt I rendered myſelf ex- 
tremely ot. yet theſe were the only 
People from whom I could ever receive a rea- 
ſonable Anſwer. | 
I yAD obtained by hard Study a good Degree 


of 1 in their Language 3 I was "_

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of being confined to an Iſland where I received 


ſo little Countenance; and reſolved to 9 it 
with the firſt Opportunity. 

THERE was a great Lord at Court nearly r re- 
lated to the King, and for that Reaſon alone uſed 
with Reſpect. He was univerſally reckoned the 


moſt ignorant and ſtupid Perſon among them. 
He had performed many eminent Services for 
the Crown, had great natural and acquired Parts, 


adorned with Integrity and Honour ; but ſo ill 
an Ear for Muſick, that his Detradtors reported 


he had been often known to beat Time in 'the 


wrong Place ; neither could his Tutors, without 


extreme Difficulty, teach him to demonſtrate the 
' moſt eaſy Propoſition in the Mathematicks. He 


was pleaſed to ſhew me many Marks of Favour, - 


often did me the Honour of a Viſit, deſired to be 
informed in the Affairs of Europe, the Laws and 


Cuſtoms, the Manners and Learning of the ſeve- 
ral Countries where I had travelled. He liſtened 


to me with great Attention, and made very wiſe 


Obſervations on all I ſpoke. He had two Flap- 


Pers attending him for State, but never made Uſe 


of them, except at Court, and in Viſits of Cere- 


mony ; and would always command them to 
withdraw when we were alone together. 


T INTREATED this illuſtrious Perfon to inter- 


cede in my Behalf with his Majeſty for Leave to 
depart; which he accordingly did, as he was 


pleaſed to tell me, with Regret : For indeed he 
had made me ſeveral Offers very advantageous, 


which however I refuſed with Expreſſions of the

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O the 16th Day of February, I took Leave 
4 his Majeſty and the Court. The King made 
me a Preſent to the Value of about two hundred 


Pounds Engliſb; and my Protector, his Kinſ- 


man, as much more, together with a Letter of 


Recommendation to a Friend of his in Lagado, 


the Metropolis: The Ifland being then hovering 
over a Mountain about two Miles from it, I was

| Manner I had been taken up. 
TE Continent, as far as it is ſubject to 1 


= Monarch of the Flying land, paſſeth under the 


general Name of Balnibarbi; and the Metropo- 


is, as J ſaid before, is called Lagado. 1 felt 


ſome little Satisfaction in finding myſelf on firm 
Ground. I walked to the City without any Con- 
cern, being clad like one of the Natives, and 


ſufficiently inſtructed to converſe with them. I 


ſoon found out the Perſon's Houſe to whom I was 
recommended; preſented my Letter from his 
Friend the Grandee in the Iſland, and was re- 


ceived with much Kindneſs. This great Lord, 


whoſe Name was Munodi, ordered me an Apart- 
ment in his own Houſe, where I continued dure- 
ing my Stay, and was entertained 1 in a moſt hoſ- 
2. Manner. 

Tux next Morning ar my Arrival he took 
me in his Chariot to ſee the Town, which is 
about half the Bigneſs of London; but the Houſes 


very ſtrangely built, and moſt of them out of 


Repair. The People in the Streets walked faſt, 
looked wild, their Eyes fixed, and were generally 
in Rags, We paſſed through one of the Town

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0 Gates; and went about three Miles into this Caun- 
try, where I ſaw many Labourers working with 
ſeveral Sorts of Toca in the Ground, but was 
nat able to conjecture What they were about; 
neither did I obſerve any Expectation. either of 
Corn or Graſs, although the Soil appeared to be 
excellent. I could not Leder admiring at theſe 
odd Appearances both in Town and Country; 

and. I made bold to deſire my Conductor, that 


he would be pleaſed. to explain to me what could 


be meant by ſo many Heads, Hands, and Faces, 
both in the Streets a e 'beeauſe I did 
not diſcover! any good Effects they produced; 


but, on the contraty, ee eee 


unhappily cultivated, Houſes fo ill contrived and 
ſo ruinous, or a People whoſe Countenances and 
Habit expreſſed ſo much Miſery: and Want. 
Tuxs Lord Mumadi was a 9 — of the firſk 
Rank, and had been ſome Vears Governor of 
2 but by a Cabal of Miniſters wWas diſ— 
charged for Inſufficiency. However, the King 
treated him with Tenderneſs, as a well-meanin 
Man, but of a low contemptible Underſtanding. 
Wix I gave that free Cenſure of the Coun- 
try and-its Inhabitants, he made no further An- 
ſwer, than by telling me, that I had not been 
long enough among them to form a judgment; 
and that 8 different Nations of the World had 
different Cuſtoms; with other common Topicks 
to the lame; Purpoſe. But when we returned to 
his Palace; he aſked me how I liked the Build- 
ing, what Abſurdities I obſerved, | and what 
nl had with the Dreſs and Looks of his 
| CI: ? 
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Domeſticks? This he might ſafely do; becauſe 
every Thing about him was magnificent, regular, 
and polite. I anſwered, that his Excellency's 
Prudence, Quality, and Fortune, -had exemp 
him from thoſe Defe&s which Folly and Beg 
had produced in others. He faid, if I would 
o with him to his Country Houſe about twenty 
Mites diſtant, where his Eſtate lay, there would 
be more Leiſure for this Kind of Converſation. I 
told his Excellency, that I was entirely at his Diſ- 
e and accordingly we ſet out next Morning. 
Dok ING our Journey, he made me obſerve 
the ſeveral Methods uſed by Farmers in manage- 
ing their Lands; which to me were wholly un- 
accountable : For, except in ſome very few 
Places, I could not diſcover one Ear of Corn, or 
Blade of Graſs. But, in three Hours travelling, 
the Scene was wholly altered ; we came into a 
moſt beautiful Country; Farmers Houſes at ſmall 
Diſtances, neatly built, the Fields encloſed, con- 
taining Vineyards, Corn-Grounds, and Meadows. 
Neither do I remember to have popes more de- 
lightfal Prof His Excellei erved 
rang clear up; he ald me 9104 
Sigh, that there his Elfte began, and would 
continue the fame until we ſhould come to his 
Houſe. That his Countrymen ridiculed and de- 
ſpiſed him for managing his Affairs no better, 
and for ſetting fo ill an Example to the King- 
dom; which however was followed by very few, 
ſuch as were old, and wilful, and weak like him- 
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Wr came at length to the Houſe, which was | 


| Wal 4 noble Structure, built according to the 


beſt Rules of antient Architecture. The Foun- 


- tains, Gardens, Walks, Avenues, and Groves ; 


were all diſpoſed with exact Judgment and 
Taſte. I gave due Praiſes to every Thing I ſaw, 


| whereof his Excellency took not the leaſt Notice 


until after Supper ; when, there being no third 


Companion, he told me with a very melancholy 


Air, that he doubted he muſt throw down his 


Houſes in Town and Country, to rebuild them 
after the reer Mode; deſtroy all his Planta- 


tions, and caſt others i into ſuch a Form as modern 
Uſage required, and give the ſame Directions to 
all his Tenants, unleſs he would ſubmit to incur 


the Cenſure of Pride, Singularity, Affectation, Ig- 


norance, Caprice; and perhaps increaſe his Ma- ; 
_ jeſty's Diſpleaſure. 


ITA the Admiration 1 appeared to be under 
3 ceaſe or diminiſh, when he had informed 


me of ſome Particulars, which probably I never 
heard of at Court, the People there being too 


much taken up in their own Speculations to have 


2 Regard to what paſſed here below.

and fell into Schemes of putting all Arts, 
Sciences, 
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Sciences, Languages, and Mechanicks upon a 
new Foot. To this End they procured a Royal 
Patent for erecting an Academy of PRoJecToRs 

in Zagado: And the Humour prevailed fo 
ſtrongly among the People, that there is not a 
Town of any Conſequence in the Kingdom with- 
out ſuch an Academy. In theſe Colleges the” 
Profeſſors contrive new Rules and Methods ß 
Agriculture and Building, and new Inſtruments 
and Tools for all Trades and Manufactures, 
whereby, as they undertake, one Man ſhall do 
the Work of ten; a Palace may be built in a 
Week of Materials fo durable as to laſt for ever 
without repairing. All the Fruits of the Earth 
ſhall come to Maturity at whatever Seaſon we 
think fit to chuſe, and increaſe an hundred Fold 
more than they do at preſent ; with innumerable 
other happy Propoſals. The only Inconvenience 
is, that none of theſe Projects are yet brought to 
Perfection ; and, in the mean Time, the whole 
Country lieth miſerably waſte, the Houſes in 
Ruins, and the People without Food or Cloaths. 
By all which, inſtead of being diſcouraged, they 
are fifty Times more violently bent upon proſe- 
cuting their Schemes, driven equally on by Hope 
and Defpair : That, as for himſelf, being not of 
an enterprizing Spirit, he was content to go on 
in the old Forms; to live in the Houſes his An- 
 ceſtors had built, and act as they did in every

His Lordſhip added, that he wund not by any 
further Particulars prevent the Pleaſure I ſhould' 
certainly take in viewing the grand Academy, 
whither he was reſolved I ſnhould go.

F* HIS Academy is not an entire ſing le 
Building, but a Continuation of Fatt 
Houſes on oth Sides of a Street ; which, grow- 
ing waſte, was purchaſed and applied to that 
Uſes: 

I I was received very kindly by the Warden, 
and. went for many Days to the Academy. Eyery 
Room hath in it one or more Projectors ; and I 
believe I could not be in fewer than five hundred 
Rooms. 

Tux firſt Man I ſaw was of a meagre Aſpect, 
with ſooty Hands and Face, his Hair and Beard 


long, ragged, and findged i in ſeveral Places. His 
"COT, | 
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Cloaths, Shirt, and Skin, were all of the ſame Co- 
Jour. He had been eight Years upon a Project 
for extracting Sun- beams out of Cucumbers, 
which were to be put into Vials hermetically ſeal- 
ed, and let out to warm the Air in raw inclement 
Summers. He told me, he did not doubt in 
eight Years more, that he ſhould be able to ſup- 
- ply the Governor's Gardens with Sun-ſhine at a 
reaſonable Rate; but he complained that his 
Stock was low, and entreated me to give him 
ſomething as an Encouragement to Ingenuity, 
eſpecially, ſince this had been a very dear Seaſon 
for Cucumbers.

me with Proviſions, and ſee me on board. I was 
a Month in this Voyage.

- Tnx Diſpatch came Gray burt a tho 
Time we expected. It contained a Warrant for 
conducting me and my Retinue to-Traldragdubb 
or Trildrogdrib, (for it is pronounced both V Ways 
as hear as I can remember) by a Party of ten 
Horſe. All my Retinue was that poor Lad for 
an Interpreter, whom I perſuaded into my Ser- 
vice. At my humble Requeit, we had each of 
us a Mule to ride on.

When the King 
hath a Mind to put any of his Nobles to Death in 
a gentle indulgent Manner, he commands the 
Floor to be ſtrewed with a certain brown Powder, 
of a deadly Compoſition, which, being licked 
up, infallibly killeth him in twenty-four Hours. 
But in Juſtice to this great Prince's great Cle- 
mency, and the Care he hath of his Subjects 
Lives, (wherein it were much to be wiſhed 
that the Monarchs of 3 would imitate him) 
it muſt be mentioned, for his Honour, that ſtrict 
Orders are given to have the infected Parts of the 
Floor well waſhed after every ſuch Execution;

After that Period they are 
held incapable of any Employment of Truſt or 

Profit; > Pr cannot purchaſe” Lands, or take 
: Leaſes, neither are they allowed to be Witneſſes 
in any Cauſe, either Civil or Criminal, not even 
for the Deciſion of Meers'and-Bounds. 
Ar Ninety they loſe their Teeth nnd Hair; 
they have at that Age no Diſtinction of Taſte, 
but eat and drink whatever they can get, without 
Reliſh or Appetite. The Diſeaſes they were ſub- 
ject to ſtill continue without increafing or dimi- 
niſhing. In talking they forget the common 
Appellation of Things, and the Names of Per- 
ſons, even of thoſe who are their neareſt Friends 
and Relations. For the ſame Reaſon they never 
can amuſe themſelves with Readin g, becauſe 
their Memory will not ſerve to carry them from

was divided by long Rows of Trees, not regu- 


larly planted, but naturally growing; there was 
great Plenty of Graſs, and ſeveral Fields of Oats. 
1 walked very circumſpectly for Fear of being ſur- 
riſed, or ſuddenly ſhot with an Arrow from be- 
ind, or on either Side. I fell into a beaten 


* Road, where I ſaw many Tracks of human Feet, 


and ſome of Cows, but moſt of Horſes. At laſt 
I beheld ſeveral ren in a Field, and one or 
| 2: two 
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two of the ſame Kind ſitting in Trees. Their 
Shape was very ſingular and deformed, which a 
little diſcompoſed me, fo that I lay down behind 
a Thicket to obſerve. them better. Some of 
them, coming forward near the Place where I 
lay, ave me an O eee, of diſtinctly mark- 
ing their Form.

ſecond Room towards the third; here the Grey 
walked in firſt, beckoning to me to attend: I 
| waited in the ſecond Room, and got ready my 
Preſents for the Maſter and Miſtreſs of the 
Houſe : They were two Knives, three Bracelets 
of falſe Pearl, a ſmall Looking-Glaſs, and a Bead 
Necklace. The Horſe neighed three or four 
Times, and I waited to hear ſome Anſwers in a 


human Voice, but I heard no other Returns. 


than in the ſame Dialect, only one or two a little 
ſhriller than his. I began to think, that this 
Houſe muſt belong to ſome Perſon of great Note 
among them, becauſe there appeared ſo much 
Ceremony before I could ein 1 r | 

at 
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that a Man of Quality ſhould be ſerved all by 
Horſes, was beyond my Comprehenſion. I 
feared my Brain was diſturbed by my Sufferings 
and Misfortunes: I rouſed myſelf, and looked 
about me in the Room where I was left alone; 
this was furniſhed as the firſt, only after a more 
elegant Manner. I rubbed mine Eyes often, but 
the ſame Objects ſtill occurred. I pinched my 
Arms and Sides to awake myſelf, hoping, I 
might be in a Dream. I then abſolutely con- 
cluded, that all theſe Appearances could be no- 
thing elſe but Necromancy and Magick. But I. 
had no Time to purſue theſe Reflections: for the 
Grey Horſe came to the Door, and made me a 
Sign to follow him into the third Room; where I 
ſa a very comely Mare, together with a Colt and 
Foal, ſitting on their Haunches, upon Mats of 
Straw, not unartfully made, and Perfect neat 
and clean. 

THE Mare, ſoon after my Parat roſe FO 
her Mat, and coming up. cloſe, after having 
' nicely obſerved: my Hands and Face, gave me a 
moſt contemptuous Look ; then turning to the 
Horſe, I heard the Word Yahoo often repeated 
between them; the Meaning of which Word I 
could not chen comprehend, although it were 
the firſt I had learned to pronounce ; but I was 
ſoon better informed, to my everlaiting Mortifi- 
cation : For, the Horſe beckoning to me with his 
Head, and repeating the Word Hhuun, Hbuun, 
as he did upon the Road, which I underſtood 
was to attend him, led me out into a Kind of 
Court, where was another Building at ſome 
_ Diſtance 
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Diſtance from the Houſe. Here we entered. 


and I ſaw three of thoſe; deteſtable Creatures, 


which I firſt met after my Landing, feeding up- 
on Roots, and the Fleſh * ſome Animals, which 
I afterwards found to be that of Aſſes and Dogs, 
and now and then a Cow dead by Accident or. 
Diſeaſe, They were all tied by the Neck with 
ſtrong Wyths, faſtened to a — they held 
their Food between the Claws . their Parc-foct, | 
and tore it with their Teeth. 

Taz Maſter Horſe ordered a Srl Nag. one 
of his Servants, to untie the largeſt of theſe Ani- 
mals, and take him into a Yard, The Beaſt 
and I were brought cloſe together; and our 
Countenances diligently compared, both by Ma- 
{ter and Servant, who thereupon repeated ſeveral 
Times the Word Taboo. My Horror and Aſton- 
iſhment are not to be deſcribed, when I obſerved 
in this abominable Animal a perfect human Fi- 
gure; the Face of it indeed was flat and broad, 
the Noſe depreſſed, the Lips large, and the 
Mouth wide: But theſe Differences are com- 
mon to all ſavage Nations, where the Lineaments 
of the Countenance are diſtorted by the Natives 
ſuffering their Infants to lie grovelling on the 
Earth, or by carrying them on their Backs, 
nuzzling with their Face againſt their Mother's 
Shoulders. The Fore-feet of the Taboo differed 
from my Hands in nothing elſe but the Length of 
the Nails, the Coarſeneſs and Browneſs of the 
Palms, and the Hairineſs on the Backs. There 
was * fame of UNE Og between. our Feet, 


with 
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with the ſame Differences, Which I knew. very 
well, although. the Horſes did not, becauſe, of 
my Shoes and Stockings; tlie ſame. in every Part 
of our Bodies, except as to Hairineſs and Colour, 
which I have already deſcribeld. 
Tux great Difficulty that ſeemed to ſtick with 
| Arwed Horſes was, to ſee the e 
ſo very different from that of a Taboo, for whi 
I was obliged: to my Cloaths, whereof they had 
no Conception: The Sorrel Nag red me 4 
Root, which he held (after their Manner, as we 
ſhall deſeribe in its proper Place) between his 
Hoof and Paſtern; I took it in my Hand, and, 
having ſmelt it, returned it to him again as civilly 
as I could. Le brought out of the Yahoos Kennel 
a Piece of Aſo s Fleſh, hut it ſmelt ſo offenſively 
that I turned from it with loathing ; he then 
threw. it to the Tuboo, by whom it was greedily 
devoured. He afterwards ſhewed: me a Wiſp of 
Hay, and a Fetlock full of Oats: but I ſhook: my 
Head, to ſignify, that neither of theſe were Food 
for me. And, indeed, I now apprehended, that 
I muſt abſolutely ſtarve, if did not get to ſome 
of my own Species: For, as to thoſe filthy 2 ahoos, 
although there were few greater Lovers of Man- 
kind, at that Time, than myſelf; yet, I confeſs; 
I never ſaw any ſenſitive Being ſo — HA on all 
Accounts; and the more I came near them, the 
more hateful they grew, while I ſtayed in that 
Country. This the Maſter Horſe obſerved..by 
my Behaviour, and therefore ſent the Yahoo back 
to his Kennel. He then put his Fore-Hoof to 
His Mouth, at which I was much ſurprized, al- 
though 
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tough he did it with Eaſe, and with a Motion, 
that appeared perfectly natural; and made other 
Signs to know what I would eat; but I could 
not return him ſuch an Anſwer as he was able 
to apprehend ; and, if he had underſtood me, 1 
did not ſee how it was poſſible to contrive any 

Way for finding myſelf Nouriſhment. While 

we were thus engaged, I obſerved a Cow paſſing 
by; whereupon 1 pointed to her, and expreſſe 
a Deſire to let me go and milk her. This had 
its Effect; for he led me back into the Houſe, 
and ordered a Mare Servant to open a Room, 
where a good Store of Milk lay in Earthen and 
Wooden Veſſels, after a very orderly and cleanly 
Manner. She gave me a large Bowl full, of 
which I drank 99 0 heartily, war found re pee 


DN well refreſhed; 


'ABourT Noon I faw contig” e the 
| Houſe a Kind 'of Vehicle, drawn like a Sledge 
four Yahoos There was in it an old Steed, 
who ſeemed to be of Quality; he alighted with 
his 'Hind-Feet forward, having by Aiden got 
# Hurt in his left Fore- foot. He came to _ 
with our Horſe; who received him with 
Civility. They dined in the beſt Room, 40 
had Oats boiled in Milk for the ſecond Courſe, 
which the old Horſe eat warm, but the reſt cold. 
Their Mangers were placed circular in the Mid- 
dle of the Room, and divided into ſeveral Parti- 
tions, round which they ſat on their Haunches 
upon Boſſes of 'Straw. In the Middle was a 
8 51 FR dns s * to po — 
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tition of the Manger. So, that each Horſe and 
Mare eat their own Hay, and their own Maſh of 
Oats and Milk, with much Deceney and Regu- 
larity. The Behaviour of the young Colt and 
Foal appeared very modeſt; and — of the Ma- 
ſter and Miſtreſs extremely chearful and com- 
plaiſant to their Gueſt. The Grey ordered me 
to ſtand by him; and much Diſcourſe paſſed be- 
tween him and his Friend concerning me, as 1 
found by the Strangers often looking on me, and 
the frequent Repetition of the Word Taboo. 
I HAPPENED: to wear my Gloves; which the 
Maſter Grey obſerving ſeemed perplexed ; diſ- 
covering Signs of Wonder what I had done to my 
Fore- feet; he put his Hoof three or four Times 
to them, as if he would ſignify, that I ſhould 

reduce them to their former Shape, which I 
preſently did, pulling off both my Gloves, and 
putting them into my Pocket. This occaſioned 
farther Talk, and I ſaw the Company was pleaſed 
with my Behaviour, whereof I ſoon found the 
good Effects. I was ordered to ſpeak the few: 

Words I underſtood ; and while they were at 
Dinner, the Maſter taught me the Names for 
Oats, Milk, Fi ire, Water, and ſome others; 
which I could readily pronounce after him; 
having from my Vouth a St Facility in learn- 
ing Languages. 

Wu Dinner was ans: "ch Maſter: Horſe: 
took me aſide, and by Signs and Words made 
me underſtand the Concern he was in, that I had 
nothing to eat. Oats in their Tongue are called 
Hlunnh, This Word I pronpunced two or three 

Times; - 
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Tunes; for although 1 had refuſed them at firſt, 
yet upon ſecond Thoughts I conſidered, that 1 
could contrive to make of them a Kind of Bread, 
which might be ſufficient with _ to keep me 
alive, until I could make my'Eſcape to ſome 
ether Country, and to Creatures of my own 
Species.” The Horſe immediately ordered a white 
Mare-ſervant of his Family to bring me a good 
vantity of Oats in a Sort of Wooden Tray. 
Theſe I heated before the Fire as well as I could, 
and rabbed them until the Hufks came off, 
which I made a ſhift to winnow from the Grain; 
. F ground and beat them between two Stones, 
then took Water, and made them into a Paſte or 
Cake, which I toaſted at the Fire, and eat warm 
with Milk. It was at firſt a very inſipid Diet, 
although common enough in many Parts of Eu- 
rope, but grew tolerable by Time ; and having 
been often Red to hard Fare in my Life, this 
was not the firſt Experiment I had made how 
eaſily Nature is ſatisfied. And I cannot but ob- 
ferve, that I never had one Hour's Sickneſs while 
I«ſtayed in this Iſland. It is true, I ſometimes 
made a ſhift to catch a Rabbit, or a Bird, by 
Springes made of Xaboos Hairs; and I often ga- 
thered wholeſome Herbs, which I boiled, or eat 
as Sallads with my Bread; and now and then, 


for a Rarity, I made a little Butter, and drank.

the Whey. I was at firſt at a great Loſs for 
Salt; but Cuſtom ſoon reconciled the Want of 
it; and I am confident, that the frequent Uſe of 


firſt 
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firſt introduced only as a Provocative to drink; 
except Where it is neceſſary ſor preſerving of 
Fleſh in long Voyages, or in Places remote from 
great Markets. For we obſerve no Animal to be 


fond of it but Man: And, as to myſelf, when I | 


left this Country, it was a great while before I 
could endure the Taſte of it in any Thing that I 
e 
Tas is eh to * apa the Subject of my 
Diet, wherewith other Travellers fall their Books, 


as if the Readers were perſonally concerned, 
whether we fare well or ill. However, it was. 
neceſſary to mention this Matter, leſt the World 


ſhould think it impoſſible that T could find Suſte- 

nance for three Years- in ſuch. a Country. and 

among ſuch Inhabitants. 

Wu it grew towards Evening, the Maſter 
Horſe ordered a Place for me to lodge in; it was 
but ſix Yards. from the Houſe, and ſeparated 


from the Stable of the Yahoos. Here I got ſome 


Straw, and, covering myſelf with my ownCloaths, 


ſlept very ſound. But I was in a ſhort Time

TY pelitaigat Endeavour was to learn the | 
Language, which my Maſter, (for ſo 1 
Tal henceforth call him) and his Children, and 
Servant of his Houſe, were deſirous to 
5 me. For they looked upon it as a Prodi- 
gy, that a brute Animal ſhould diſcover ſuch 
Marks of a rational Creature. I pointed to every 
Thing, and enquired the Name of it, which I 
wrote down in my Journal Book when I was 
alone, and corrected my bad Accent, by deſiring 
thoſe of the Family to pronounce it often. In 
this Employment a Sorrel Nag, one of the under 
| "Servants, was very ready to aſſiſt me. 
I x ſpeaking, they pronounce through the Noſe 
and Throat, and their Language approacheth 
neareſt to the High Dutch or German, of any 
know in Europe; but it is much more graceful 
and fignificant. The Emperor Charles V. made 
_ almoſt the ſame Obſervation, when he ſaid, 
That, if he were to ſpeak to his Horſe, it ſhould 
be in Higb Dutch. 
Tax Curioſity and Impatience of my Maſter 
were ſo great, that he ſpent many Hours of his 
Leiſure - 
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Leiſure to inſtruct me. He was convinced, (as 
he afterwards told me) that I muſt be a 77 2500; : 
but my Teachableneſs, Civility, and Cleanlineſs, 

aſtoniſhed him, which were Qualities altogether 

ſo oppoſite to thoſe Animals, He was — per- 
plexed about my Cloaths, reaſoning ſometimes 
with himſelf, whether they. were a Part of my 
Body; for I never pulled them off until the Fa- 
mily were aſleep, and got them on before they 
waked in the Morning. My Maſter was eager 
to learn from whence I came ; how. I acquired 
thoſe Appearances of Reaſon, which I diſcover- 
ed in all my Actions; and to know my Story 
from my own Mouth, which he hoped, he 
ſhould ſoon do, by the great Proficiency I made 
in learning and pronouncing their Words and 
Sentences. To help my Memory, I formed all 
I learned into the Engliſh Alphabet, and writ the 
Words down with. the Tranflations. This laſt, 
after ſome Time, I ventured to do in my Maſter's 
Preſence. It coſt me much Trouble to explain 
to him what I was doing; for the Inhabitants 
have not the leaſt Idea of Books or Literature. 
IN about ten Weeks Time I was able to un- 
derſtand moſt of his Queſtions; and in three 
Months could give him ſome tolerable Anſwers. 
He was extremely curious to know from what 
Part of the Country I came, and how I was 
taught to imitate-a rational Creature; becauſe the 
Taboos, (whom he faw I exactly reſembled i in my 
Head, Hands, and Face, that were only viſible) 
with | ſome Appearance of Cunning, and the 
ſtrongeſt Diſpoſition to Miſchief, were obſerved * 
X 2 
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be the inoſt uateachable of all Brutes. Tanſwer- | 
ed, that I came over the Sea, from a far Place, 
with many others of my own Kind, in a great 
| hollow Veſſel made of the Bodies of Trees: That 
my Companions forced me to land on this Coaſt, 
and then left me to ſhift for myſelf. It was with 
ſome Difficulty, and by the Help of many Signs, 
that I brought him to Nendertand me. He re- 
plied, That I muſt needs be miſtaken, or that I 
Lu the Thing which was not. (For they have no 
Word in their Language to expreſs Lying of 
Falſhood.) He knew, it was impoſſible, that 
there could be a Country beyond the Sea, or that 
a Parcel of Brutes could move a Wooden Veſſel 
Whither they pleaſed upon Water. He was ſure 
no Houyhnhnms. alive could make ſuch a Veſlel, 
or would truſt Tah⁰⁶ to manage it. 
Tux Word Eouybnhnm, in their Tongue, fig 
nifieth a Horſe; and its Etymology, The Per- 
feftion of Nature. I told my Maſter, that I Was 
at a Lofs for Expreflion, but would improve as 
"faſt as I could; and hoped, in a ſhort Time, 1 
ſhould be able to tell him Wonders : He was 
pleaſed to direct his own Mare, his Colt, and 
Foal, and the Servants of the Family, to take 
all Opportunities of inſtructing me; and every 
Day, for two or three Hours, he was at the ſame 
- Pains himſelf: Several Horſes and Mares of 
Quality in the Neighbourhood came often to our 
; oe, upon the Report ſpread of a wonderful 
\ Yahoo, that could ſpeak like a Houybnhnm, and 
Ny in | his Now} and Actions to 1 f 
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ſome Glimmerings of Reaſon. Theſe delighted 
to converſe with me; they put many Queſtions, 
and received ſuch Anſwers as I was able to return, 
By all which Advantages, I made fo great a Pro- 


greſs, that in five Months from my Arrival I un- 


derſtood whatever was ſpoke, and could expreſs 


myſelf tolerably well, 5 
Tu Houyhnhnms who came to viſit my Maſter; 
out of a Deſign of ſeeing and talking with me, 
could hardly believe me to be a right Yahoo, be- 
cauſe my Body had a different Covering from 
others of my Kind. They were aſtoniſhed to 
obſerve me without the. uſual Hair or Skin, ex- 
cept on my Head, Face, and Hands: But I diſ- 
covered that Secret to my Maſter, upon an Ac- 
cident which happened about a Fortnight before. 

I Have already told the Reader, that every 
Night, when the Family were gone to Bed, it 
was'my Cuſtom to ſtrip and cover myſelf with 


my Cloaths: It happened one Morning early, 


that my Maſter ſent for me, by the Sorrel Nag, 


who was his Valet; when he came, I was faſt 


aſleep, my Cloaths fallen off on one Side, and 
my Shirt above 'my Waiſt. I awaked at the 
Noiſe he made, and obſerved him to deliver his 
Meſſage in ſome Diſorder ; after which he went 
to my Maſter, and in a great Fright gave him a 
very confuſed Account of what he had ſeen : 
This J preſently diſcovered ; for going, as ſoon, 


as I was dreſſed, to pay my Attendance upon his 


Honour, he aſked me the Meaning of what his 
Servant had reported ; that I was not the ſame 


| Thing when 1 ſlept as I appeared to bo at other 


Times; 
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Times; that his Valet aſſured him, ſome Part 
of me was white, ſome yellow, at leaſt not fo 
white, and ſome brown. eee 
I Hap hitherto concealed the Secret of my 
Dreſs, in order to diftinguiſh myſelf, as much as 
poſſible, from that curſed Race of Taboos; but 
now I found it in vain to do ſo any longer. Be- 
ſides, I conſidered that my Cloaths and Shoes 
would ſoon wear out, which already were' in a 
declining Condition, and muſt be ſupplied by 
ſome Contrivance from the Hides of Yaboos, or 
other Brutes, whereby the whole Secret would 
be known; I therefore told my Maſter, that in 
the Country from whence I came thoſe of my 

Kind always covered their Bodies with the Hairs 
of certain Animals prepared by Art, as well for 
Decency, as to avoid Inclemencies of Air both 
hot and cold; of which, as to my own Perſon, 
I would give him immediate Conviction, if he 
pleaſed to command me; only deſiring his Ex- 
cuſe, if I did not expoſe thoſe Parts that Nature 
taught us to conceal. He ſaid, my Diſcourſe 

was all very ſtrange, but eſpecially the laſt Part ; 
for he could not underſtand, why Nature ſhould 
teach us to conceal what Nature had given. 
That neither himſelf nor Family 'were aſhamed 
of any Parts of their Bodies; but, however, I 
might do as I pleaſed. Whereupon I firſt un- 
buttoned my Coat, and pulled it off. I did the 
ſame with my Waiſtcoat; I drew off my Shoes, 
Stockings, and Breeches.

Mr Maſter aleldovks the whole W | 


with great Signs of Curioſity and Admiration. 
He took up all my Cloaths in his Paſtern, one 
Piece - after another, and examined them dili- 
gently ; he then ſtroaked my Body very gently, 
and looked round me ſeveral Times; after 
which he ſaid, it was plain I muſt be a perfect 
Yahoo; but that I differed very mach from the 
_ reſt of my Species, in the Whiteneſs and Smooth- 
neſs of my Skin, my want of Hair on ſeveral 
Parts of my Body, the Shape and Shortneſs of 
my Claws behind and before, and my Affecta- 
tion of walking continually on my two hinder 
Feet. He deſired to ſee no more; and gave me 

Leave to put on my Cloaths again, for I was 
ſhuddering with Cold. 


I EXPRESSED my Uneaſineſs at his giving me 


ſo oſten the Appellation of Yahoo, an odious Ani- 


mal, for which I had ſo utter an Hatred and 
Contempt. I begged he would forbear applying 
that Word to me, and make the ſame Order in 
his F amily, and among his Friends, whom he 
ſuffered to ſee me. I requeſted likewiſe, that 
the Secret of my having a falſe Covering to m 
Body might be known to none but himſelf, at 
leaſt, as long as my preſent Cloathing ſhould laſt : 
For, as to what the Sorrel Nag, his Valet, had 


obſerved, his Honour might command him to 
conceal it. 


ALL this my Maſter very graciouſly conſented 
to; and thus the Secret was kept, until my

TY Maſter heard me i great Appear- 
ances of Uneaſineſs in his Countenance ; 


detauſe doubting or not _— are ſo little 
known in this Country Inhabitants 
Cannot tell how to bs — res under ſuch 
Circumſtances. And, I remember in frequent 
Diſcourſes with my Maſter concerning the Na- 


ture of Manhood, in other Parts of the World,

To return from this Digreſſion; when I af- 
ſerted that the Taboos were the only governing 
Animals in my Country, which my Maſter faid 
was altogether paſt his Conception, he deſired to 
know, whether we had Houybnhams among us, 
and what was their Employment: I told Nm, 
wie had great Numbers; that in Summer they 
grazed in the Fields, and in Winter were k 
in Houſes, with Hay and Oats, where Yahoo 
Servants were” employed to rub their Skins 
ſmooth, comb their Manes, pick their Feet, 
| ſerve them with Food, and make their Beds. I 
' underſtand you well, faid my Maſter; it is now 
very plain from all you have ſpoken, that, what- 
ever Share of Reaſon the Yahoos pretend to, the 
Houyhnhnms are your Maſters ; I heartily wiſh 
our Taboos would be fo tractable. I begged his 
— Honour would pleaſe to excuſe me from proceed- 
ing any farther, becauſe I was very certain, that 
the Account he expected from me would be 
highly diſpleaſing. But he inſiſted in command 
ing me to let him know the beſt and the worſt: 
I told him he ſhould be obeyed. I owned, that 
the Houybnhnms among us, whom' we called 
— 2 were the moſt generous and comely Ani- 
mals we had; that they excelled in N

Mx Maſter, after fore Erprrſfions of great 


| Indignation, wondered how we-dared to venture 
upon a Houyhnhnm's Back; for he was ſure, that 
the meaneſt Servant in his: Houſe would be able 
- "to ſhake off the ſtrongeſt Taboo; or, by lying 
don and rolling upon his Back, ſqueeze the 
Brute to Death. I 1 that our Horſes 
were trained up from three or four Years old to 
the ſeveral Uſes we intended them for: That, if 
any of them proved intolerably vicious, they 
were d for Carriages 3 ; that they were 
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ſeverely beaten while they, were young for any 7 
miſchievous Tricks: That the Males, defighed. 
for the common Uſe of Riding or Draught, were 
generally caſtrated about two Years after their 
Birth, to take down: their Spirits, and make 
them more tame and gentle: That they were in- 
deed ſenſible of Rewards and Puniſhments; but 
his Honour would pleaſe to conſider, that theß 
had not the leaſt Tincture of Reaſon, any more 
* the Taboos in this Country. 
Ir put me to the Pains of many e | 
2038 to give my Maſter a right: Idea of what I 
ſpoke; for their Language doth not abound in 
Variety of Words, becauſe their Wants and * 
ſions are fewer than among us. But it is im- 
poſſible to expreſs his noble Reſentment at our 
ſavage Treatment of the Houybnunm Race; par- 
ticularly, after I had explained the Manoa! and 
Uſe ofis caſtrating Horſes: among us, to hinder _ 
them from' propagating their Kind, and to render 
them more ſervile. He ſaid, if it were poſſible, 
there could be any Country where Yahoos alone 
were endued — Reaſon, they certainly muſt 
be the governing Animal; — Reaſon will 
in Time always prevail againſt brutal Strength. 
But, conſidering the Frame of our Bodies, and 
eſpecially of mine, he thought no Creature of 
equal Bulk was fo ill ot for employing 
that Reaſon in the common Offices of Life; 
vVvhereupon he deſired to know, whether thoſe, 
among whom I lived, reſembled me or the 
Tuaboos of his Country. 1 aſſured him, that I was 
as well-ſhaped as moſt of my Age; but the 
| | younger 
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younger and the Females were much more ſoft 
and tender, and the Skins of the latter generally 
as White as Milk. He ſaid, I differed indeed 
from other Yahoos, being much more cleanly, 
and not altogether ſo deformed; but, in Point of 
real Advantage, he thought I differed for the 


_ worſe. That my Nails were of no Uſe either to 


my fore or hinder Feet: As to my Fore-Feet, he 
- could not properly call them by that Name, for 
he never obſerved me to walk upon them ; that 


they were too ſoft to bear the Ground : That I 


ly went with them uncovered; neither 

was the Covering I ſometimes wore on chem of 
che ſame Shape, or ſo ſtrong as that on my Feet 
behind: That I could not walk with any Securi- 
for, if either of my Hind-Feet flipped, I 
mut inevitably fall. He then began to find 
Fault with other Parts of my Body; the Flatneſs 
of my Face, the Prominence of my Noſe, mine 
Eyes placed directly in Front, fo that I could not 
look on either Side without turning my Head: 


That I was not able to feed myſelf without lift- 


ing one of my Fore-Feet to my Mouth; and 


therefore Nature had placed thoſe Joints to an- 
ſwer that Neceſſity. He knew not what could 

be the Uſe of thoſe ſeveral Clefts and Diviſions in 
my Feet behind; that theſe were too ſoft to bear 
the Hardneſs and Sharpneſs of Stones, without a 
© Covering made from the Skin of ſome other 
Brute; that my whole Body wanted a Fence 


againſt Heat and Cold, which I was forced to put

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ble. And laſtly, that he obſerved every Animal 
in this 9 naturally to abhor the Yahoos, 
whom the Weaker avoided, and the Stronger 
drove from them. So that, ſuppoſing us to have 


the Gift of Reaſon, he could not ſee how it were 


poſſible to cure that natural Antipathy which 
every Creature diſcovered againſt us; nor, con- 
ſequently, how we could tame and render them 
ſerviceable. '- However, he would (as he ſaid) 
debate the Matter no farther, becauſe he was 
more deſirous to know my own Story, the Coun- 
try where I was born, and the ſeveral Actions 
and Events of my Life before I came hither. 

I Ass RED him, how extremely deſirous I was 
that he ſhould be fatisfied in every Point; but I 
doubted much, whether it would be poſſible for 
me to explain myſelf on ſeveral Subjects, where- 
of his Honour could have no Conception, becauſe 
I faw nothing in his Country to which I could 
reſemble them. That, however, I would' do 
my beſt, and ſtrive to expreſs myſelf by Simili- 

tudes, humbly defiring his Aſſiſtance when I 
wanted proper Words ; which he was pleaſed to 
promiſe me. br pe we Maj 216-4 
TI '841D, my Birth was of honeſt Parents, in 


an Iſland called England, which was remote 


from this Country, as many Days Journey as the 
ſtrongeſt of his Honour's Servants could travel in 
the annual Courſe of the Sun. That I was bred 
a Surgeon, whoſe Trade is to cure Wounds and 
Hurts in the Body, got by Accident or Violence. 
That my Country was governed by a Female 
Man, whom we called Queen. That I left it to 
. 20 e get 
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get Riches, whereby. I might maintain myſelf 
and Family when 1 ſhould return. That, in 
my laſt Voyage, I Was, Commander of the Ship, 
and had about fifty Yahoos under me, many of 
which died at Sea, and 1; was forced to ſupply 
them by others, picked out from ſeveral Nations. 
That our Ship was twice in Danger of being 
ſunk; the ful Time by a great Storm, and the 
ſecond. by ſtriking againſt, a Rock. Here my 
Maſter interpoſed, by 1 1 me, How I could 
perſuade Strangers out of different Countries to 
venture with me, after the Loſſes I had ſuſtained, 
and the Hazards: I had run? I faid, they were 
Fellows of deſperate Fortunes, forced to fly from 
the Places of their Birth, on Account of their 
Poverty or their Crimes. Some were undone by 
Layw-luits 3 others ſpent all they had in Drink 
ing, Whoring, and Gaming; others fled for 
Treaſon; many for Murder, Theft, Poiſoning, 
| Robbery, Perjury, Forgery, Coining , falſe Mo- 
ney; for; committing Rapes or Sodomy ; ; for 
flying from their Colours, or deſerting to the 
Enemy; and moſt of them had broken Priſon. 
None of theſe durſt return to their native Coun- 
tries for Fear of being hanged, or of ſtarving i in 2 
Jail; and therefore were under a Neceſſity of 
leeking a Livelihood in other Places. : 

Dux this Diſcourſe my Maſter was pleaſed | 
often to interrupt me. I had made Uſe of many 
Circumlocutions in deſcribing to him the Nature 
of the ſeveral Crimes, for which moſt of our 
W bra deen forced to . their ws, SOOT: ; 
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This Labour took up ſeveral Days Converſation 
before he was able to comprehend me. He was 
wholly at a Loſs to know what could be the Uſe 
or Nexeſſity of practiſing thoſe Vices. To clear 
up which I endeavoured to give him ſome Ideas 
of the Defire of Power and Riches ; of the terri- 
ble Effects of Luſt, Intemperance, Malice, and 
Envy. All this I was forced to define and de- 
ſcribe by putting Caſes, and making Suppoſi- 
tions. After which, like one whoſe Imagination 
was ſtruck with ſomething never ſeen or heard of 
before, he would lift up his Eyes with Amaze- 
ment and Indignation. Power, Government, 
War, Law, Puniſhment, and a thouſand other 
Things, had no Terms wherein that Language 
could expreſs them; which made the Difficulty 
almoſt inſuperable to give my Maſter any Con- 
ception of what I meant : But being of an excel - 
lent Underſtanding, much improved by Con- 
templation and Converſe, he at laſt arrived at a 
competent Knowledge of what human Nature, 
in our Parts of the World, is capable to perform;

laid before him, as Well as I could, the Fele 


State of Europe; I diſcourſed of Trade and Ma- 
nufactures, of Arts and Sciences; and the An- 


ſwers I gave to all the Queſtions he made, as 


they aroſe upon ſeveral Subjects, were a Fund of 
Oonoerſation not to be exhauſted. But I ſhall 


here only ſet down the Subſtance of what paſſed 
detween us concerning my own Country, re- 


ducing it into Order as well as T can, without 


any Regard to Time, or other Circumſtances

while I ſtrictly adhere to Truth. My only Con- 
cern is, that I ſhall hardly be able to do Juſtice 


to my Maſter's Arguments and Expreſſions, 
which'muft needs ſuffer by my Want of Capa- 


' City, as well as by a Tranſlation into our barba- 


rous Engliſh. 
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| In Obedience therefore / to bis Honour's Com- 
mands, I related to hirn the Revolution under the 
Prince of Orange; the long War with France, 
entered into by the ſaid Prince, and renewed by 
his Succeflor *he reſent Queen ; wherein the 

zreateſt Powers of Chriſtendom were engaged, 
and which ſtill fd: oy J computed, at his 
Requeſt, that about a Million of Yahoos might 
have been killed in the whole Progreſs of it ; 
and perhaps a hundred or more Cities taken, and 
five Times as many Ships burnt or ſunk. 

H aſked me, what were the uſual Cauter on 
Motives that made one Country go to War with 
another? I anſwered, they were innumerable ; 
but I ſhould only mention a few of the chief. 
Sometimes the Ambition of Princes, who never 
think they have Land or People enough to go- 

vern: io rode the Corruption, of Miniſters, 
who engage their Maſters in a War, in order to 
ſtifle or diyert the Clamour of the Subjects againſt. 
their evil Adminiſtration. Difference in Opi- 
nions hath coſt many Millions of Lives: For In- 
ſtance, whether Fleſb be Bread, or Bread be 
Fleſh : Whether the Juice of a certain Berry be 
Blood or Wine: Whether Mbiſtling be a Vice or 
a Virtue : Whether it be better to kiſs a Poſt, or 
throw it into the Fire : What is the beſt Colour 
for a Coat, whether Black, White,- Red, or Grey; 

and whether it ſhould be Jong on ſhort, narrow 
or wide, dirty or clean; with many more. Nei- 
ther are any Wars fo furious and bloody, or of fo

SOMETIMES the Quarrel between two Princes 
is to decide which of them ſhall diſpoſſeks a third 
of his Dominions, where neither, of them pre- 
tend to any Right. Sometimes one Prince quar- 
relleth with another, for Fear the other ſhould 
quarrel with him. Sometimes a War. is entered 
upon becauſe the Enemy is too frong, and 
ſometimes becauſe he is too weak. Sometimes 
our Neighbours wart the Things which we have, 
or have the Things .which we want ; and we 
both fight until they take ours, or give us theirs. 
It is a very juſtifiable. Cauſe of War to invade a 
Country. after the People have been waſted by 
Famine, deſtroyed by Peſtilence, or embroiled 
by Factions amongſt themſelves. It is juſtifiable 
to enter into a War againſt our neareſt Ally, 
when, one: of his Towns lieth convenient for us, 
or a Territory of Land, that would render our 
Dominions round and compact. If a Prince ſend 


Forces into a Nation where the People are poor 


and ignorant, he may lawfully put Half of them 
to Death, and make Slaves o = Reſt, in order 
to civilize and reduce them from their barbarous 
Way of Living. It is a very kingly, honourable, 
and frequent Practice, when one Prince defires 

the Aſſiſtance of another to ſecure him againſt an 
Invaſion, that the Aſſiſtant, when he hath driven 
out the Invader, ſhould ſeize on the Dominions 

himſelf, and kill, impriſon, or baniſh the Prince 
be came to relieve. Alliance by Blood or Mar- 
riage is a ſufficient Cauſe of War between Prin- 
; L Ces; 
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ces; and the nearer the Kindred j is, the greater 
is their Diſpoſition to quarrel :* Poor Nations are 
hungry, and rich Nations are proud ; and Pride 
and Hunger will ever be at Variance. For theſe 
Reaſons the Trade of a Soldier is held the moſt 
- honourable' of all others; becauſe a Soldier is a 
Taboo hired to kill, in cool Blood, as man _ of 
his own Species, who have never offended h im, 
as poſſibly he can. 

THERE is likewiſe a Kind of beggarly Princes 
in Europe, not able to make War by themſelves, 
who hire out their Troops to richer Nations for 
ſo much a Day to each Man; of which they 
keep three-fourths to themſelves, and it is the 
beſt Part of their Maintenance; ſuch are thoſe? in 
NNE Northern'Parts of Europe. * 

Wuar you have told me, (faid my y Maſter) 
upon the Subject of War, doth indeed diſcover 
moſt admirably the Effects of that Reaſon you 
2 to: However, it is happy that the Shame 

FN than the Danger; and that Nature 

left you utterly incapable of doing much 
Miſchief : For your Mouths lying flat with your 
Faces, you can hardly bite each other to any 
Purpoſe, unleſs by Conſent. Then, as to the 
Claws upon your Feet before and behind, they 
are ſo ſhort and tender, that one of our Yahoos 
would drive a Dozen of yours before him; and 
therefore, in recounting the Numbers of thoſe | 
who hive been killed in Battle, I cannot but 
think that you have ſaid the Thing which is not. 

'T cavLD not forbear ſhaking my Head and 
9 a little at his Ignorance. And, being no 

Stranger 
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for its Cruelty, or a ſharp Stone for cutting his 
Hoof. But, when a Creature, pretending to 
Reaſon, could be capable of ſuch Enormities; 
he dreaded leſt the Corruption of that Faculty 
might be worſe than Brutality itſelf. He ſeemed 
therefore confident, that, inſtead of Reaſon, we 
were only poſſeſſed of ſome Quality fitted to in- 
creaſe our natural Vices; as the Reflection from 
a troubled Stream returns the Image of an ill- 
{hapen Body, not only larger, but more diſtorted. 
He. added, that he had heard too much upon 
the Subject of War, both in this, and ſome for- 
mer Diſcourſes. There as another Point which 
a little perplexed him at preſent, I had faid, 
that ſome of our Crew left their Country on Acz 
count of being ruined by Law: That I had al⸗ 
ready explained the Meaning of the Word; but 
he was at a Loſs how it ſhould come to paſs; that 
the Law, which was intended for every Man's 
P reſervation, ſhould be any Man's Ruin. There- 
fore he deſired to be Kent fatisfied- what 4 
meant by Lao, and the Diſpenſers thereof, ac 
conling to the preſent Practice in my on 
Country: Becauſe, he thought Nature and Rea-

Now, in this 
Caſe, I, who am the true Owner, lie Ander two - 
great Diſadvantages. '' Firſt, my Lawyer, being 
prac actiſed almoſt from his Cradle in defending 
Falſhood, is quite out of his Element when he 
would be an Advocate for Juſtice,” which, as an 
Office unnatural,” he always attempts with great 
| Aukwardneſs, if not with IILwill. The fecond 
Diſadvantage is, that my Lawyer muſt proceed 
with great Caution; er elſe he will be repri- 
manded by the Judges, and abhorred by his Bre- 
thren, as one who would leſſen the Practice of 
the Law. And therefore I have but two Me- 
thods to preſerve my Cow, The firſt is, to gain 
over my Adverfary's Lawyer with a double Fee; 
Who will then betray his Client, by inſinuating

Way is, for my Lawyer to make my Cauſe ap-

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Now, your Honour is to know, that theſe 
Judges are Perſons appointed to decide all Con- 
troverſies of Property, as well as for the Trial of 
Criminals; and picked out from the moſt dextrous 
Lawyers, who are 7 — old or lazy; and, 
having been biaſſed all their Lives againſt Truth

IN pleading they ſtudiouſly avoid entering into 
the Wits of the Cauſe ; but are loud, violent, 
and tedious in dwelling upon all Circumſtances 
which are not to the Purpoſe.

Therefore, ſince Money 
alone was able to perform all theſe Feats, our 
25 2 O thought they could never have enough of 
it, to ſpend or to fave, as they found themſelves 
inclined from their natural Bent either to Profu- 
fiou or Avarice. That the rich Man enjoyed the 
Fruit of the poor Man's Labour, and the latter 
were a thouſand to one in Proportion to the for- 
mer: That the Bulk of our People was forced to 
live miſerably, by labouring every Day for ſmall

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larged myſelf much on theſe and many other 
Particulars to the ' fame Purpoſe: But his Ho- 


nour was ſtill to ſeek: For he went upon a Sup- 
poſition, that all Animals had a Title to their 
Share in the Productions of the Earth; and 
eſpecially thoſe who preſided over the reſt. 
Therefore he deſired 1 would let him know, 
what theſe coſtly Meats were, and how any of us 


| happened to want them. | Whereupon. F enu- 


merated as many Sorts as came into my Head, 
with the various Methods of drefling them, 
which could not be done without ſending Veſſels | 


by Sea to every Part of the World, as well for 


Liquors to drink, as for Sauces, and innumerable 


other Conveniencies. I aſſured him, that this 
whole Globe of Earth muſt be at leaſt three 


Times gone round, before one of our better Fe- 
male Yahoos could get her Breakfaſt, or a Cup to 
put it in. He ſaid, that muſt 2 5 be a miſer- 
able Country which cannot furniſh Food for its 
own Inhabitants, ' But what he chiefly wondered 
at was, how ſuch vaſt Tracts of Ground as I de- 
{cribed ſhould be wholly without Freſh Water, 
and the People put to the Neceſſity of ſendin 
over the Sea for Drink. I replied, that England 


| (the dear Place of my Nativity) was computed 


to produce three Times the Quantity of Food, 
more than its Inhabitants are able to conſume, as 
well as Liquors extracted from Grain, or preſſed 
out of the Fruit of certain Trees, which made 
excellent Drink; and the ſame Proportion in 
every other Convenience of Life. But, in order 


* ied the Luxury and Intemperance of the 


Wes | 
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Males, and the Vanity of the Females, we ſent 
away the greateſt Part of our neceſſary Things to 
other Countries, from whence, in Return, we 
brought the Materials of Diſcaſes, Folly, and 
Vice, to ſpend among ourſelves. Hence it fol- 
loweth 15 Neceſſity, that vaſt Numbers of our 
People are compelled to ſeek their Livelihood by 
Begging, Robbing, Stealing, Cheating, Pimping, 
Forſwearing, Flattering, Suborning, Forging, 
Gaming, Lying, Fawning, Hectoring, Voting, 
Scribling, Star-gazing, Poyſoning, Whoring, 
Canting, Libelling, Free-thinking, and the like 
Occupations : Every one of which Terms I was 
at much Pains to make him underſtand. 
Tur Vine was not imported among us from 
foreign Countries to es the Want of Water 
or other Drinks, but becauſe. it was a Sort of 
Liquid which made us merry, by putting us out 
of our Senſes; diverted all melancholy Thoughts, 
begat wild extrayagant Imaginations in the Brain, 
raiſed our Hopes, and baniſhed our Fears; ſuſ- 
pended every Office of Reaſon for a Time, and 
deprived us of the. Uſe of our Limbs, until we 
fell into a profound Sleep; although it muſt be 
confeſſed, 1 we always awaked ſick and diſ- 
pirited ; and that the Uſe of this Liquor filled us 
with Diſeaſes, which made our Lives uncom- 
fortable and ſhort. 

Bur beſide all this, the Bulk of our People 
ſupported themſelves by furniſhing the Neceſſi- 
ties or Conveniencies of Life to the Rich, and to 
each other. For Inſtance, when I am at home, 
25 dqreſſed as I ought to be, I carry on my *

the Building and Furniture of my Houſe employ 

as many more; and five Times the Number to

I was going on to tell him of another Sort of 


he Sick; having upon ſome Occaſions informe 
his Honour that many of my Crew had died of 
" Diſeaſes. But here it was with the utmoſt Diffi- 
culty, that I brought him to apprehend what I 
meant. He could eaſily conceive, that a Houy- 
Buabynm grew. weak and heavy a few Days before 
his Death, or by ſome Accident might hurt a 
Limb. But that Nature, who worketh all 
Things to Perfection, ſhould ſuffer any Pains to 
breed in our Bodies, he thought impoſſible; and 
. defired to know the Reaſon of fo unaccountabl, 
an Evil. I told him, we fed on a thouſan 
Things, which operated contrary to each other: 
That, we. eat when we were not hungry, and 
drank without the Provocation of Thirſt : That, 
we fat whole Nights drinking ſtrong Liquors, 
without eating a Bit ; which diſpoſed us to Sloth, 
enflamed our Bodies, and precipitated or prevent- 
ed Digeſtion: That, proſtitute Female Yahoos ac- 
quired a certain Malady, which bred Rottenneſs 
in the Bones of thoſe who fell into their Em- 
braces: That, this, and many other Diſeaſes 
were propagated from Father to Son; ſo that 
great Numbers come into the World with com- 
plicated Maladies upon them: That, it would be 
Endleſs to give him a Catalogue of all Diſeaſes in- 


People, Who get their Livelihood by attending 
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cident to human Bodies 3, for they could not be 
fewer than five or ſix hundred, ſpread over every 
Limb and Joint: In ſhort, every Part, external 
and inteſtine, havin 2 Diſeaſes appropriated to 
each. To remedy which, there was a Sort of 
People bred up among us, in the Profeſſion or 
Pretence of curing the Sick. And becauſe I had 
ſome Skill in the Faculty, I would, in Gratitude 
to his Honour, let him know the whole Myftery 
and Method, by which they proceed. 
TukIR Fundamental is, that all Diſeaſes 90 
from Repletion ; from whence they conclude, 
that a great Evacuation of the Body is neceſſary, 
either through the natural Paſſage, or upwards 
at the Mouth. Their next Buſineſs is, from 
Herbs, Minerals, Gums, Oils, Shells, Salts, 
Juices, Sea-weed, Excrements, Barks of Trees, 
Serpents, Toads, Frogs, Spiders, dead Mens 
Fleſh and Bones, Beaſts and Fiſhes, to form a 
Compoſition for Smell and Taſte, the moſt 
abominable, nauſeous, and deteſtable, that they 
can poſſibly contrive, which the Stomach im- 
mediately rejecteth with Loathing: And this 
they call a Vomit. Or elſe, from the ſame Store- 
houſe, with ſome. other poiſonous Additions, 
they command us to take in at the Orifice above 
or below, (juſt as the Phyſician then happeneth 
to be diſpoſed) a Medicine equally annoying and 
diſguſtful to the Bowels ; which, relaxing the 
Belly, driveth down all before it : And this they 
call a Purge or a Clyſter. For Nature (as the 
Phyſicians e 2 intended the ſuperior 
anterior Orifice only for the Intromiſſion of Solids

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and Liquids, and the inferior Poſterior for Ejecti- 

on, . theſe Artiſts in ingeniouſly conſidering, that in 

all 1 Nature is forced out of her Seat, 
therefore to replace her in it, the Body muſt be

+. Changing the Uſe of each Grifice, forcing Solids 
and [ds in at the Anus, and AUS Evacu- 
ations at the Mouth.” 

| Bor, beſides real Diſeaſes, we are ſubject to 

many that are only 1 imaginary, for which the . 
Phyſicians have invented.imaginary Cures ; theſe 
have. their ſeveral Names, and ſo have the Drugs 
that are proper for them ; and with theſe our 
Female Yahoos are always infeſted. 
Ox great Excellency in this Tribe is, thts 
Skill at Progno/iicks, wherein they ſeldom fail; 
their Predictions in real Diſeaſes, when they riſe 
do any Degree of Malignity, generally portend- 

ing Death, which is always in their Power, when 

Recovery is not: And therefore, upon any un- 
expected Signs of Amendment, after they have 

pronounced their Sentence, rather than be ac- 

Cuſed as falſe Prophets, they know how to a 
Ber their Sagacity to the World by a ſeaſonable

Tut v are likewiſe of ſpecial Uſe to Huſbands 
and Wives, who are grown weary of their 
Mates; to eldeſt Sons, to great Miniſters of 
State, and often to Princes. 

I nad formerly, upon Occaſion, diſcourſed 
with my Maſter upon the Nature of Government 
in ner. and eee of © our own excellent 

Conti tutien, 
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Conſtitution, deſeryedly the Wonder and Envy of 
the whole World : But havin g here accidentally 
mentioned a Mzinifter of State, he commanded 
me ſome Time after to inform him, what Spe- 

5 on of Taboo I particularly meant by that Appel- 
I ToLD him, that a Firſt or Chief Miniſter of 
State, whom I intended to deſcribe, was a Crea- 

ture wholly exempt from Joy and Grief, Love 
and Hatred, Pity and Anger ; at leaſt, maketh 
uſe of no other Paſſions but a violent Deſire of 

Wealth, Power, and Titles: That, he applieth 
his Words to all Uſes, except to the Indication 
of his Mind: That, he never telleth a Truth, 

but with an Intent that you ſhould take it for a 

Lye; nor a Lye, but with a Deſign that you 
ſhould take it for a Truth: That, thoſe he 
ſpeaketh worſt of behind their Backs are in the 

Way to Preferment; and whenever he begin- 

eth to praiſe you to others, or to yourſelf, you 
are from that Day forlorn. The worſt Mark 
you can receive is a e eſpecially, when it 
is confirmed with an Oath; after which, every 
wiſe Man retireth and giveth over all Hopes. 
- Treks are three Methods by which a Man

Power, by bribing the Majority of à Senate or 
great Council; and, at laſt, by an Expedient call- 
ed An Act of Indemnity, 8 I deſcribed the 
Nature to him) they ſecure themſelves from Af- 
- ter-reckonin gs, and retire from the Publick, la- 
den with the Spoils of the Nation. 

Tux Palace of a Chief Miniſter i is a Seminary 
to breed up others in his own Trade: The 
Pages, Lacquies, and Porter, by imitating their 
Maſter, become Miniſters of State in their ſeveral 
Diſtricts, and learn to excel in the three princi- 
pal Ingredients of Inſolence, Lying, and Bribery. 
Accordingly, they have a Subaltern Court paid to 
them by Perſons of the beſt Rank; and ſome- 
times by the Force of Dexterity and Impudence, | 
arrive through ſeveral Gradations to be Succeſſors 
to their Lord. 

He is uſually governed by a PE) Wench 
ap favourite Footman, who are the Tunnels 
through which all Graces are conveyed, and may 
properly be called, in the laſt Reſort, the Gover- 
* of the Kingdom. 

Ox Day, my Maſter, having heed me men- 
tion the Nob lity of my Country, was pleaſed to 
make me a Ccmpliment, which I could not pre- 
tend to deſerve : That, he was ſure I muſt have 
been born of ſome noble Family, becauſe I far 
exceeded in Shape, Colour, and Cleanlineſs, all 
. 7 ahboos of his 3 3 1 rr 
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fail in Strength and Agility, which muſt be im- 
puted to my different Way of Living from thoſe 
other Brutes; and beſides, I was not only en-

That, a weak diſeaſed Body, a meagre Counte- 
hance, and fallow Complection, are the true 
Marks of noble Blood; and a healthy, robuſt Ap- 
pearance is fo diſgraceful i in a Man of Quality, 
that the World concludeth his real Father to have 
been either a Groom or a Coachman. The Im- 
perfections of his Mind run parallel with thoſe 
of his Body; being a Compoſition of Spleen, 
Dulneſs, Ignorance, Caprice, Senſuality, and

WIE Reader may 180 diſpoſed: to-wonder 
: how I could prevail on myſelf to give ſo 
free a : Repreſentation of my own S de among 

* 
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a Race of Mortals who, were already too apt to 
conceive the vileſt Opinion of Human Kind; 
from that entire Congruity between me and their 
Yahoos. But, I muſt freely confeſs, that the 
many Virtues of thoſe excellent Qadrupeds, 
Re in oppoſite View to human Corruptions, 
ad ſo far opened mine Eyes, and enlarged my 
Underſtanding, that I began to view the Actions 
and Paſſions of Man in a very different Light; 


ancdd to think the Honour of my own Kind not 


worth managing; which, beſides, it was im- 
poſſible for me to do before a Perſon of ſo acute 
a Judgment as my Maſter, who daily convinced 
me of a thouſand Faults in myſelf, whereof I 
had not the leaſt Perception before, and which 
with us would never be numbered even among 
human Infirmities. I had likewiſe learned from 
his Example an utter Deteſtation of all Falſe- 
hood or Diſguiſe ; and Truth appeared fo amiable 
to me, that I determined upon ſacrificing every 
Thing to j. 
LET me deal fo candidly with the Reader, as, 
to confeſs that there was yet a much ſtronger 
Motive for the Freedom I took in my Repreſenta- 
tion of Things. I had not been a Year in this 
Country, before I contracted ſuch a Love and 
Veneration for the Inhabitants, that I entered on 
a firm Reſolution never to return to human Kind, 
but to pals the reſt of my Life among theſe ad- 
mirable Houyhnhnms in the Contemplation and 
Practice of every Virtue; where I could have no 
Example or Inticement to Vice.

ſe great a Felicity ſhould not fall to my Share. 
Flowever, it is now ſome Comfort to reflect, that

Examiner ; and upon every Article gave as fa- 
vourable a Turn as the Matter would bear. For, 
indeed, who is there alive that will not be ſwayed 
by his Byaſs and Partiality to the Place of his 
Birth? * 5 pe En FO ee 
I nave related the Subſtance of ſeveral Con- 
verſations I had with my Maſter, during the 
+ greateſt Part of the Time I had the Honour to 
in his Service; but have indeed for Brevi 
Sake omitted much more than is here ſet down. 
WnxꝗEN I had anſwered all his Queſtions, and 
his Curioſity ſeemed to be fully ſatisfied ; he ſent 
for me one Morning early, and commanding me 
to fit down at ſome Diſtance (an Honour which 
he had never before conferred upon me) he ſaid, 
he had been very ſeriouſly conſidering my whole 
Story, as far as it related both to myſelf and my 
Country: That, he looked upon us as a Sort 
of Animals, to whoſe Share, by what Accident, 
he could not conjecture, ſome ſmall Pittance of 
Reaſon had fallen, whereof we -made no other 
Uſe, than by its Affiſtance to aggravate our na- 
tural Corruptions, and to acquire new ones, 
which Nature had not given us. That, we diſ- 
armed ourſelves of the few Abilities ſhe had be- 
| ſtowed; had been very ſucceſsful in multiplying 
our original Wants, and ſeemed to ſpend our 
whole Lives in vain Endeavours, to ſupply them 
: | | / by 
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by our own Inventions. That, as to myſelf, it 
was manifeſt I had neither the Strength or Agility 
of a common Yahoo; that I walked infirmly on. 
my hinder Feet ; had found out a Contrivance to. 
make my Claws of no Uſe or Defence, and to. 
remove the Hair from my Chin, which was in- 
tended as a Shelter from the Sun and the Wea- 
ther. Laſtly, That I could neither run with 
Speed, nor climb 'Trees like my Brethren (as he. 
called them) the Taboos in this Country. 

TraT our Inſtitutions of Government and 
Law were plainly owing to our groſs Defects in, 

| Reaſon, and, by Conſequence, in Virtue ; be- 
cauſe Reaſon alone is ſufficient to govern a Ra- 
tional Creature ; which was therefore a Cha- 
racter we had no Pretence to challenge, even 
from the Account I had given of my own Peo- 
ple ; although he manifeſtly perceived, that in 
order to favour them, I had concealed many 
© Particulars, and often ſaid the Thing which was

Hx was the more confirmed in this Opinion, 
becauſe he obſerved, that as I agreed in every 
Feature of my Body with other Yahoos, except, 
where it was to my real Diſadvantage, in Point | 
of Strength, Speed, and Activity, the Shortneſs b 
; 


of my Claws, and ſome other Particulars, where 
Nature had no Part; ſo, from the Repreſenta- 
tion I had given him of our Lives, our Manners, 
and our Actions, he found as near a Reſem- 
blance in the Diſpoſition of our Minds, He 
faid, the Taboos were known to hate one another 
more than they did any different Species of Ani- 


mals ; 
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mals; and the Reaſon uſually aſſigned was, the 
Odioaſneſs of their Shapes, hich all could fee 
in the reſt, but not in themſelves. He had 
therefore begun to think it not unwiſe in us 
to cover our Bodies, and by that Invention con- 
ceal many of our Deformities from each other, 
which would elſe be hardly ſupportable. But, 
he now found he had been miſtaken ; and that 

the Diſſentions of thoſe Brutes in his Country 
Were owing to the fame Cauſe with ours, as I 


had deſcribed them. For, if (faid he) you - 


throw among five Yahoos as much Food as 
would be ſufficient for fifty, they will, inſtead 
of eating peaceably, fall together by the Ears, 
. Each ſingle one impatient to have all to itſelf; 
and therefore a Servant was uſually employed to 
_ ſtand by, while they were feeding abroid ; and 
thoſe kept at home were tied at a Diſtance from 
each other. That, if a Cow died of Age or 
Accident, before a Houyhnhnm could ſecure it for 
his own Yahoos, choſe in the Neighbourhood 
would come in Herds to ſeize it, and then would 
enſue ſuch a Battle as I had deſcribed, with ter- 


_ _ fible Wounds made by their Claws, on both 


Sides, although they ſeldom were able to kill one 
another, for Want of ſuch convenient Inſtru- 
ments of Death as we had invented. At other 
Times, the like Battles have been fought be- 
tween the Taboos of ſeveral Neighbourhoods, 

without any viſible Cauſe : Thoſe of one Diſtrict 
watching all Opportunities to ſurprize the next 


before they are prepared. But, if they fin 


their 
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their Project hath miſcarried, they return home, 
and, for want of Enemies, engage in what I call 
a Civil War among themſelves. 
THAT, in ſome Fields of his Country there 


are certain ſhining Stones of | ſeveral Colours, 
whereof the X7ahoos are violently fond; and when 


Part of theſe Stones are fixed in the Earth, as it 
ſometimes happeneth, they will dig with their 
Claws, for whole Days, to get them out, and 
carry them away, and hide them by Heaps in 
their Kennels; but till looking round with great 
Caution, for fear their Comrades ſhould find out 
their Treaſure. My Maſter faid, he could neyer 


diſcover the Reaſon of this unnatural Appetite, 
or how theſe Stones could be of any Uſe to a Ta- 


hoo; but, now he believed, it might proceed 
from the ſame Principle of Avarice, which I had 
| aſcribed to Mankind. That, he had once, by 
way of Experiment, privately removed a Heap 
of theſe Stones from the Place where one of his 
Yahoos had buried it: Whereupon, the ſordid 
Animal, miſſing his Treaſure, by his loud la- 


menting, brought the whole Herd to the Place, 


there miſerably howled, then fell to biting and 


tearing the reſt; began to pine away, would 
neither eat, nor fleep, nor work, until he or- 


dered a Servant privately to convey the Stones in- 
to the ſame Hole, and hide them as before; 
which ven his Taboo had found, he preſently 
recovered his Spirits and good Humour; but 
.took Care to remove them to a better hiding 
Place.; and hath ever ſince been a very ſervice» 
FA. Mr 
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Mx Maſter further aſſured me, which I alſo 
obſerved myſelf; That, in the Fields, where 
theſe ſhining Stones abound, the fierceſt and moſt 


frequent Battles are fought, occaſioned by per- 


petual-Inroads of the neighbouring Yaboos.. | 
"He ſaid, it was common, when two Yahoos 
diſcoyered ſuch a Stone in a Field, and were con- 


tending which of them ſhould be the Proprietor, 


a third would take the Advantage, and carry it 


away from them both ; which my Maſter would 


needs contend to have ſome Reſemblance with: 
our Suits at Law; wherein I thought it for our 
Credit not to undeceive him; ſince the Decifion 
he mentioned was much more equitable, than 


many Decrees among us: Becauſe, the Plaintiff 
and Defendant there loſt nothing beſides the 


Stone they contended for ; whereas our Courts of 


Equity would never have diſmiſſed the Cauſe, 


while either of them had any Thing left. 
My Mafter, continuing his Diſcourſe, ſaid, 
There was nothing that rendered the Taboos more 


odious, than their undiſtinguiſhed Appetite to 


devour every Thing that came in their Way, 
whether Herbs, Roots, Berries, corrupted Fleſh 
of Animals, or all mingled together: And it 
was peculiar in their Temper, that they were 


' fonder of what they could get by Rapine or 
Stealth, at a greater Diſtance, than much better 


Food provided for them at home. If their Prey 
held out, they would eat until they were ready 
to burſt, after which, Nature had pointed out to 
them a certain Roof that gave them a general 
Evacuation. | 1 357; Bid

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Tur RE was alſo another Kind of Noot, very 


5 u, but ſomething rare and difficult to be 


found, which the Yaboos fought for with much 
Eagerneſs, and would ſuck it with great Delight: 


It produced the ſame Effects thiat Wine hath up- 


on us. It would make them ſometimes hug, 


and ſometimes tear one another; they would 


howl, and grin, and chatter, and roll, and tumble, 
and then fall aſleep in the Mud. 
I DID indeed obſerve, that the Yahoos were 


the only Animals in this Country ſubject to any 
Diſeaſes; which, however, were much fewer 


than Horſes have among us, and contracted not 
by any ill Treatment they meet with, but by the 
Naſtineſs and Greedineſs of that ſordid Brute. 


Neither has their Language any more than a ge- 


neral Appellation for thoſe Maladies ; which is 
borrowed from the Name of the Beaſt, and call- 
ed Hnea Yahoo, or the Yahoo's-Ev:il; and the 


Cure preſcribed is a Mixture of their own Dung 


and Urine, forcibly put down the Yahoo's Throat. 


* This I have ſince often known to have been 


taken with Succeſs: And do here freely recom- 


mend it to my Countrymen, for the publick 
Good, as an admirable Specifick againſt all Diſ- 


eaſes produced by Repletion. 


As to Learning, Government, Arts, Manu- 
factures, and the like, my Maſter confeſſed he 
could find little or no Reſemblance between the 
Yahoos of that Country and thoſe in ours. For, 


he only meant to obſerve, what Parity there was 
in our Natures. He had heard, indeed, ſome cu- 
rious Houyhnhnms obſerve, that in moſt Herds

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there was a Sort of ruling Taboo, (as among us 


there is generally ſome leading or principal Stag 
in a Park) who was always more deformed in 


Body, and miſchievous in Diſpoſition, than any of 
the reſt. That, this Leader had uſually a Fa- 


vourite as like: himſelf, as he could get, whoſe 


Employment was to lick his Maſter's Feet and 
Poſteriors, and drive the Female Yahoos to bis 

Kennel; for which he was now and then 1c- 
warded with a Piece of Afs's Fleſh. This F- 
vourite is hated by the whole Herd; and, there- 
fore, to protect himſelf keepeth always near the 
Perſon of his Leader. He uſually continueth in 
Office until a worſe can be found ; but, the very 


Moment he is diſcarded, his Lure at the 


Head of all the Yahoos in that Diſtrict, Young 


and Old, Male and Female, come in a Body, 
and diſcharge their Excrements upon him from 
Head to Foot. But, how far this might be ap- 


licable to our Courts, and Favturites, and Mi- 


niſters of State, my War ſaid; I could beſt de- 


termine. 
I ruRsT make no Return to this malicious 


Infiruation, which debaſed human Underſtand- 


below the Sagacity of a common Hound, 
wks hath Judgment enough to diſtinguiſh and 


follow * Cry of the able/# Dog in the Pack, 


without being ever miſtaken. 

My Maſter told me, there were ſome Quali- 
ties remarkable in the Vaboos, which he had nat 
obſerved me to mention, or, at leaſt, very 
ſlightly in the Accounts I had given him of hu- 
man Kind. He faid, thoſe Animals, like other 
Brutes, had their Females in common ; but, 758 

is 
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this they differed, that the She Yahoo would ad- 
mit the Male, while ſhe -vas pregnant; and that 
the Hees would quarrel and fight with the Fe- 
males, 'as- fiercely as with each other. Both 
which Practices were ſuch Degrees of infamous 
Brutality, that no other ſenſitive Creature ever 
arrived at. 
ANOTHER Thing he wondered at in the Tu. 
hoos was, their ſtrange Diſpoſition to Naſtineſs 
and Dirt; whereas, there appeareth to be a na- 
tnral Love of Cleanlineſs in all other Animals: 
As to the two former Accuſations, I was glad to 
let them paſs without any Reply, becauſe I had 


not a Word to offer upon them in Defence of 


my Species, which otherwiſe I certainly had 


done from my own Inclinations. But I could 
have calily vindicated human Kind from the | 


Imputation of Singularity upon the laſt Article, 
if there had been any Szvine in that Country, (as 


unluckily for me there were not) whi 1 | 
though it may be a ſweeter Quadruped — a 


Yahoo, cannot, I humbly conceive, in Juſtice, 
pretend to more Cleanlineſs ; and ſo his Honour 
imſelf muſt have owned, if he had ſeen their 
filthy Way of feeding, and their Cuſtom of wal- 
lowing and fleeping in the Mud. 
Mx Maſter likewiſe mentioned another Qua- 
lity, which his Servants had diſcovered in ſeveral 
Yehoos, and to him was wholly unaccountable. 
He ſaid, a Fancy would ſometimes take a Yahoo, 
to retire into a Corner, to lie down, and howl, 
and groan, and ſpurn away all that came near 


him, although e were young and fat, and. 
wanted

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wanted neither Food nor Water; nor did the 
Servants imagine what could poffibly ail him. 


And the only Remedy they found was to ſet him 
to hard Work, after which he would infalli-

His Honour had farther obſerved, that a F e- 


male Yahoo would often ſtand behind a Bank or 
a Buſh, to gaze on the young Males paſſing by, 


and then appear, and hide, ufing many antick 
"Geſtures and Grimaces ; at which Time it was 


_ | obſerved, that ſhe had a moſt offenſive Smell; 


and inen any of the Males advanced wouli 


flowly retire, looking often back, and, with a 
"counterfeit Shew of Fear, run off i into forne con- 
venient Place, where ſhe knew the Male Would i 
"follow her. 5 
Ar other Times, if A Fuinkle Sante came 
among them, three or four of her own Sex would 
get about her, and ſtare, and chatter, and grin, 
and ſmell her all over, and then turn off with 


Geſtures, that ſeemed to Expreſs Contempt and

PxRHASs my Maſter might refine a little in 


theſe Speculations, which he had drawn from 
what he obſerved himſelf, or had been told him 
by others: However, I could not reflect without 


ſome Amazement, and much Sorrow, that the 


f Rudiments of en.

with ſuch Violence, that I Was firoed to let it 
go; and it was high Time, for a whole Troop 
„Of ad ones came about us at the Noiſe ; but 
finding the Cub was ſafe, (for away it ran) and 
my Sorrel Nag being by, they durſt not venture 
near us. I obſerved the young Animal's Fleſh 
to ſmell very rank, and the Stink was ſomewhat 
between a Weaſel and a Fox, but much more 
difagreeable. ' I forgot another Circumſtance, 
(and perhaps I might have the Reader's Feel, 
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if it were wholly omitted) that while I held. the 


odious Vermin in my Hands, it voided its filthy

- Ta E Queſtion to be debated} was; Whether 
tha Yahoos ſhould be exterminated from the Face 
of the Earth? One of the Members for the Affir- 
matiye, offered ſeveral Arguments of great 
Strength and Weight, alledging, That, as the 
Taboos were the moſt filthy, noiſome, and de- 
formed Animals, which Nature ever produced, 
ſo they were the moſt reſtive and indeclble, miſ 
chievous and malicious: They would privately 
ſuck the Teats of the Houyhnhnms Cows, kill and 
devour their Cats, trample dw their Oats and 
Graſs, if they were not continually watched, 
and commit a Thouſand other Extravagancies. 
He took Notice of a general Tradition, that 
Yahoos had not been always in their Country: 
But, Your, * Ages ago, two of theſe Brutes 


appeared 
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| 8 together upon a Mountain; whether 
produced by — Heat of the Sun upon corrupt- 
ed Mud and Slime, or from the Oaze and Froth 
of the Sea, was never known. That, theſe 
 Yaboos. engendered, and their Brood in a ſhort 
Time grew ſo numerous as to over-run and in- 
feſt the whole Nation. That, the Houybnhnms, 
to get rid of this Evil, made a general Hunting, 
and at laſt incloſed the we, Herd ; and de- 
ſtroying the Older, every Houyhnhnm kept two 
young Ones in a Kennel, and brought them to 
ſuch a Degree of Tameneſs, as an Animal fo 
ſavage by Nature can be capable of acquiring;

their evil Diſpoſition ſufficiently deſerved, could 
never have arrived at ſo high a Degree, if they 
had been Aborigines, or elſe they would have 
long fince been rooted out. That, the Inhabit- 
ants, taking a Fancy to uſe the Service of the 
Yahoos, had very imprudently neglected to cul- 
tivate the Breed of Aſes, which were a comel 
Animal, eaſily kept, more tame and orderly, | 
without any offenſive Smell, ſtrong enough for 
Labour, although they yield to the other in 
Agility of Body; and, if their Braying be no 
agreeable Sound, it is far preferable to the horri« 
hoes: 7 of the Tuboor.

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© SEVERAL others declared their Sentiments to 


the fame Purpoſe ; when my Maſter propoſed 


an Expedient to the Aſſembly,” whereof he had 


indeed borrowed the Hint from me.

young, in order to render them tame. That, | 
the Operation was eaſy and fafe : T hat, it was 
no Shame to learn Wiſdom from Brutes; as In- 
duſtry is taught by the Ant, and Building by the 
Swallow. (For ſo I tranſlate the Word Lyhannh, 
although it be a much larger Fowl). That, 
this Invention might be practiſed upon the 
younger Tabocs here, which, beſides rendering 
them tractable and fitter for Uſe, would in an 
Age put an End to the whole Species without 
deſtroying Life: That, in the mean Time the

Nations; the hiſtorical Part is eaſily preſerved 
without burthening their Memories. I have 
already obſerved, that they are ſubject to no Diſ- 
eaſes, and therefore can have no need of Phyſi- 
cians. However, they have excellent Medicines 
compoſed of Herbs, to cure accidental Bruiſes 
and Cuts in the Paſtern or Frog of the Foot by 
ant Stones, as well as other Maims and Hurts 
e ſeveral Parts of the Body. 
i calculate the Year by the Revolution of | 
| 8 and the' Moon, but uſe no Subdiviſions 
into Weeks. They are well enough acquainted 
with the Motions of thoſe two Luminaries, and 
underſtand the Nature of Eclipſes; and this f 18 
the utmoſt Progreſs of their Afronunp. 

I x Poetry they muſt be allowed to excel al 
«ther Mortals; wherein the Juſtneſs of their Si- 
milies, and the Minuteneſs, as well as Exactneſs 
of their Deſcriptions, are indeed inimitable. 
Their Verſes abound very much in both of theſe; 
and uſually contain either ſome exalted Notions 
of Friendſhip and Benevolence, or the Praiſes 
of thoſe who were Victors in Races, and other 
bodily Exerciſes. Their Buildings, although 
very rude and fimple, are not inconvenient, but 
well contrived to defend them from all Injuries 
of Cold and Heat. They have a Kind of Tree, 
which, at forty Years old, looſens in the Root, and 
falls with the firſt Storm; ; it groweth'very ſtrait, 
and being pointed like Stakes with a ſharp Stone,

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| they Rick them erect in the Ground about ten 
Inches afiinder, and then weave in Oat Straw, 
or ſometimes Wattles between them.

TR Houybnhnms uſe the hollow Part berwesd 5 
che Paſtern and the Hoof of their Fore- feet, as 
we do our Hands, and this with greater — 
rity, than I could at firſt imagine. I have ſeen 
a white Mare of our Family thread a Needle 
(which J lent her on Purpoſe) with that Joint. 
They milk their Cows, reap their Oats, and do 
all the Work which requireth Hands in the fame 
Manner. They have a Kind of Hand- Flints, 
which, by grinding againſt other Stones, they 
form into Inſtruments, that ſerve inſtead of 
Wedges, Axes, and Hammers. With Tools 
made of theſe Flints, they likewiſe cut their 
Hay, and reap their Oats, which there groweth 
naturally in ſeveral Fields: The Yahoos draw 
home the Sheaves in Carriages, and the Servants 
tread them in certain covered Huts, to get out 
the Grain, which is kept in Stores. They made 
a rude Kind of Earthen and Wooden e rs 
bake the former in the Sun. | 
| - Is they can avoid Caſualties, they die andy of 
old Age, and are buried in the obſcureſt Places 
that can be found, their Friends and Relations 
expreſſing neither Joy nor Grief at their Depar- 
ture; nor does the dying Perſon diſcover the leaſt 
Regret, that he is leaving the World, any more, 
than if he were upon returning Home from a 
Viſit to one of his 8 I remember, 


Ry 
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my Maſter having made an Appointment with # 
Friend, and his Family, to come to his Houſe 
upon ſome Affair of Importance; on the Day 
fixed, the Miſtreſs, and her two Children, came 
very late; ſhe made two Excuſes, firſt for her 
Huſband, who, as the ſaid, happened that very 
Morning to Lhnuwnh. The Word is ſtrongly. 
expreſſed in their Language, but not eaſily. ren- 
7 dered into Engliſp; it fignifieth, -to retire to his 
' firſt Mater. Her Excuſe for not coming ſooner, 
| was, that her Huſband dying late in the Morn- 
ing, ſhe was a good while conſulting her Servants 
about a convenient Place where his Body ſhould 


be laid; and, I obſerved, ſhe behaved herſelf, - 


at our Houſe, as chearfully as the reſt: She died 
about three Months after. 
Tuxx live generally to Seventy or Seventy- five 
Vears, very ſeldom to Fourſcore: Some Weeks 
before their Death they feel a gradual Decay, 
but without Pain. During this Time, they are 
much viſited by their Friends, becauſe they can- 
not go Abroad with their uſual Eaſe and Satis- 
faction. However, about ten Days before their 
Death, which they ſeldom fail in computing, 
they return the Viſits that have been made them 
by thoſe who are neareſt in the Neighbourhood, 
being carried in a convenient Sledge, drawn by 
Naboos ; which Vehicle they uſe, not only upon 
this Occaſion, but when they grow old, upon 
long Journies, or when they are lamed by any 
Accident: And therefore, when the dying Houy- 
bubnms return thoſe Viſits, they take a 53 — 
JJJ% g , 0·˙¹r¹ PAL 1G Leave 
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Leave of their Friends, as if they were going to 
ſome remote Part of the Country, where they de- 
f igned to paſs the reſt of their Lives. 

-I xNow not, whether it may be worth ob- 
fervin g, that the Houybhnbums have no Word in 
their Language to expreſs any Thing that is evil, 

except what they borrow from the Deformities or 
il Qualities of the Taboos. Thus they denote 
the Folly of a Servant, an Omiſſion of a Child, 
a Stone that cuts their Feet, a Continuance of 
foul or unſeaſonable Weather, and the like, by 
adding to each the Epithet of Taboo. For In- 
ſtance, Hhnm Yahoo, Whnaholm Yahoo, Ynlhmna- 
doihlma Taboo, and an - contrived Tues

HAD ſettled. 1 little 8 to my | 
own Heart's Content. My Maſter had or- 
dered a Room to be made for me after their Man- 
ner, about ſix Vards from the Houſe; the Sides 
and Floors of which I plaiſtered with Clay, and 
covered with Ruſh-mats:of my own contriving: 
had beaten Hemp, which there groweth wild, 
and made of it 4-Sort of Ticking: This J filled 
with the Feathers of ſeveral Birds had taken 
with Springes made of Yaboos Hairs; and were 
excellent Food. I had worked two Chairs with 
my Knife, the Sorrel Nag helping me in the 
groſſer and more laborious Part. When my 
Cloaths were torn to Rags, I made myſelf others 
with the Skins of Rabbits, and of a certain beau- 
tiful Animal about the ſame Size, called Nnubnoh, 
the Skin of which is covered with a fine Down. 
Of theſe I likewiſe made very tolerable Stock- 
ings. 1 _— my Shoes with Wood, which I 
| cut 
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eut from a Tree, and fitted to the upper Leather; 


and when this was worn out, I ſupplied it with 
the Skins of TJahoos, dried in the Sun. I often 
got Honey out of hollow Trees, which I mingled 
with Water, or eat it with my Bread. No Man 


could more verify the Truth of theſe tyo Max- 


ims, That Nature is very eafily ſatisfied ; and, 
That Neceſſity is the Mother of Invention. I en- 
Joyed perfect Health of Body, and Tranquillity of 

Mind. I did not feel the Treachery or Incon- 
ſtancy of a Friend, nor the Injuries of a ſecret or 


open Enemy. I had no Occaſion of bribing, 


Hattering, or pimping, to procure the Favour of 


any great Man, or of his Minion. I wanted no 
Fence againſt Fraud or Oppreflion. Here was 


neither Phyſician to deſtroy my Body, nor 


Lawyer to ruin my Fortune. No Informer to 


watch my Words and Actions, or forge Accuſa- 


tions againſt me for Hire. Here were no Gibers, 


Cenſurers,  Backbiters, Pickpockets, Highway- 


men,  Houſe-breakers, Attorneys, Bawds, Buf- 


foons, Gameſters, Politicians, Wits, Spleneticks, 
tedious Talkers, Controvertiſts, Raviſhers, Mur- 
derers, Robbers, Virtuoſoes. No Leaders or 
Followers of Party and Faction. No Encour- 
agers to Vice, by Seducement or Example. No 
Dungeon, Axes, Gibbets, | Whipping-poſts, or 
Pillories. No cheating Shopkeepers or Mecha- 
nicks. No Pride, Vanity, or Affectation. No 
Fops, Bullies, Drunkards, ſtrolling Whores, or 
Poxes.

| I MA; the Favour of being admitted to- ſeveral 
3 Houybnbmms, who came to viſit or dine with my 
| Maſter; where his Honour graciouſly ſuffered 
me to wait in the Room, and liſten to their Diſ- 
courſe. _ Both he and his Company would often 
condeſcend to aſk me Queſtions, and receive my 
Anſwers. I had alſo ſometimes the Honour of 
attending my Maſter in his Vifits to others. I 
never preſumed to ſpeak, except in Anſwer to a 
Queſtion; and then I did it with inward Regret, 
becauſe it was a Loſs'of ſo much Time for im- 
provi "s myſelf: But, I was infinitely delighted 
with the Station of an humble Auditor in ſuch 
Conyetfations, where nothing paſſed, but what 
is uſeful, expreſſed in the fewelk and moſt ſigni- 
ficant Words; where, (as IJ have already faid) 
the greateſt Decency was obſerved, without the 
leaſt Degree of Ceremony; where no Perſon | 
fpoke without being pleaſed himſelf, and pleaſing : 
his Companions ; Where there was no Inter- 13 
ruption, Tediouſneſs, Heat, or Difference of Sen- 
timents. They have a Notion, that when People 
are met together, a ſhort Silence doth much im- 
prove Converſation; this I found to be true, for, 
during thoſe little Intermiffions of Talk, new 
Ideas would ariſe in their Minds, Which very 
much enlivened the Diſcourſe. Their Subjects 
e IVA LEEDS 3 E IS are 
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are generally on Friendſhip and Benevolence; on 
Order and OEconomy; ſometimes on the viſible 
Operations of Nature, or antient Traditions; 
upon the Bounds and Limits of Virtue; upon 
the unerring Rules of Reaſon; or upon ſome 
Determinations to be taken at the next great Aſ- 
ſembly ; and often upon the various Excellencies 
of Poetry... I may add, without Vanity, that my 
Preſence often gave them ſufficient Matter for 
Diſcourſe, . becauſe it afforded my Maſter an Oc- 
caſion of letting his Friends into the Hiſtory of 
me and my Country, upon which they were all | 
pleaſed to deſcant in a Manner not very advanta- 
geous to human Kind; and, for that Reaſon, I, 
ſhall not repeat what they ſaid; only I may be 
allowed to obſerve, that his Honour, to my 
great Admiration, appeared to underſtand the 
Nature of Yahoos much better than myſelf. He 
went through all our Vices and Follies, and diſ- 
covered many which I had never mentioned to 
him, by only ſuppoſing, what Qualities a Taboo 
of their Country, = a ſmall Proportion of 
Reaſon, might be capable of exerting ; and con- 
cluded, with too much Probability, how vile, as. 
well as miſerable, ſuch a Creature muſt be. 

I FREELY.confeſs, that all the little Know- 
ledge I have of any Value was acquired by the 
Lectures I received from my Maſter, and from 
hearing the Diſcourſes of him and his Friends; 
to which I ſhould be prouder to liſten, than to 
_ dictate to the greateſt and wiſeſt Aſſembly in 
Europe. I admired, the Strength, Comelineſs, 
and Speed of the Inhabitants ; and ſuch a Con-

duced in me that higheſt Veneration. At firſt,

Warn I thought of my Family, my Friends, | 


my Countrymen, or human Race in general, I 


conſidered them as they really were, Yahoos in 


Bhyape and Diſpoſition, perhaps a little more civi- 


lized, and qualified with the Gift of Speech; 
but making no other Uſe of Reaſon, than to im- 
prove and multiply thofe Vices, whereof their 
Brethren in this Country had only the Share that 


Nature allotted them. When I happened to be- 


hold the Reflection of my own Form in a Lake 
or Fountain, I turned away my Face in Horror 
and Deteſtation of myſelf; and could better en- 


dure the Sight of a common Taboo, than of my 
own Perſon. - By converſing with the Houybn- 


bums, and looking upon them with Delight, I 
fell to imitate their Gait and Geſture, which is 
now grown into a Habit; and my Friends often 
tell me, in a blunt Way, that I zrot ike a Horſe, 
which, however, I take for a great Compliment; 
neither ſhall I difown, that, in ſpeaking, I am 
apt to fall into the Voice and Manner of the 
' Houyhnhnms, and hear myſelf ridiculed on that

IN the Mid of this Happineſs, when I looked 


: upon myſelf to be fully ſettled for Litg my 


aſter ſent for me one Morning, a little earlier 


than his uſual Hour. I obſerved by his Coun- 


tenance, that he was in ſome Perplexity, and at 


2 Loſs how to begin what he had to ſpeak. 
After a ſhort Silence, he told me, he did not 
know how I would take what he was going to 
1ay: That, in the laſt general Aſſembly, when 
the Affair of the Yahoos was entered upon, the 


Repreſentatives had taken Offence at his keeping 


a Taboo (meaning myſelf) in his Family, more 


like a Houyhnbnm than a brute Animal: That, 


he was known frequently to converſe with. me, 
as if he could receive ſome Advantage or Pleaſure 
in my Company: That, ſuch a Practice was not 


agrecable to Reaſon or Nature, or a Thing ever 


heard of before among them. The Aſſembly 
did therefore exhort him, either to employ me 


like the reſt of my Species, or command me to 
ſwim back to the Place from whence I came: 


That, the firſt of theſe Expedients was utterly | 
rejected by all the Houybnhnms who. had ever ſeen 


me at his Houſe, or their own: For they alledged, 


that becauſe I had ſome Rudiments of 22 


added to the natural Pravity of thoſe Animals, it 
was to be feared, I might be able to ſeduce them 


into the woody and mountainous Parts of the 


Country, and bring them in Troqps by Night to 


deſtroy the Houybnhnms Cattle, as being naturally 
of the ravenous Kind, and averſe from Labour. 


My Maſter added, that he was daily preſſed 


: ** the Houybnhnms of the Neighbourhood to

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have the Aſſembly's Exhortation executed, which 
he coald not put off much longer. He doubted, 
it would be impoſſible for me to ſwim to another 
Country; and therefore wiſhed I would con- 
trive ſome Sort of Vehicle, reſembling thoſe! 
had deſeribed to him, that might carry me on 
the Sea; in which Work I ſhould have the 
Afliſtance of his own Servants, as well as thoſe 
'of his Neighbours. He concluded, that, for his 
own Part, he could have been content to keep 
me in his Service as long as I lived; becauſe he 
found I had cured myſelf of ſome bad Habits 
and Diſpoſitions, by endeavouring, as far as my

Balm. | 
'F8H0VLD here obſerve to the Reader; that a 
Pernes of the general Aſſembly in this Country, 
is expreſſed by the Word Hnbloayn, which fignt- 
feth an Exbortation, as near as I can render it:

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Happineſs: That, although I could not blame 
the Aſſemibly's Exhortation, or the Urgency of 
his Friends, yet, in my weak and corrupt Judge- 
ment, I thought it might confiſt with Reaſon, 
to have been leſs rigorous : That, I could not 
ſwim a League, and, probably, the neareſt Land 
to theirs might be diſtant above an hundred: 
That, many Materials, neceſſary for making a 
ſmall Veſſel to carry me off, were wholly want- 
ing in this Country, which; however, I would 
attempt in Obedience and Gratitude to his Ho- 
nour, although I concluded the Thing to be im-

ſonable Time for fo difficult a Work, I told him, 
I would endeavour to preſerve a wretched Being ; 
and, if ever I returned to England, was not with-

My Maſter, in a few Words, RP A, me a very

my Inſtructions, becauſe I told my Maſter that 


his Help would be ſufficient, and 1 . he d 
a Tenderneſs for me. | 
In his Company, my firſt Buſineſs was to go 
to that Part of the Coaſt! where my rebellious 
Crew had ordered me to be ſet on Shore. I got 
upon a Height, and, looking on every Side into 
the Sea, fancied I ſaw a ſmall Iſland towards the 
North-Eaſt ; I took out my Pocket Glaſs, and 
could hen clearly diſtinguiſh it about five 
Leagues off, as I computed ; but it appeared to 
the Sorrel Nag to be only a blue Cloud + For, as 
he had no Conception of any Country beſides 
his own, fo he could not be as expert in diſtin-

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Oak Wattles about the Thickneſs of a Walkin = 
ſtaff, and ſome larger Pieces. But, I ſhall not 
trouble the Reader with a particular Deſcription 
of my own Mechanicks, let it ſuffice to ſay, that 
in fix Weeks Time with the Help of the Sorrel 
Nag, who performed the Parts that ney moſt 
Labour, I finiſhed a Sort of Indian Canoe, but 
much larger, covering it with the Skins of 75 2 
hoos well ſtitched . with hempen Threads 
of my own making. Sail was likewiſe com- 
poſed of the Skins of e ſame Animal; but I 
made Uſe of the youn eſt I could get, the older 
being too tough and thick; and I likewiſe pro- 
vided myſelf with four Paddles. Ilaid in a Stock 
of boiled Fleſh, of Rabbits and Fowls ; and took 
with me two Veſſels, one filled with Milk, and 
the other with Water. | 
I TRIED my Cance. in a large Pond near my 
Maſter's Houſe, and then Roe in it what 
Was amiſs; ſtopping. all the Chinks with 77 ahoos 
Tallow, until U FER it ſtaunch, and able to 
bear me and my Freight. And when it was as 
compleat as I could poſſibly make it, I had it 
drawn on a Carriage, very gently, by Tabcos, to 
the Sea Side, under the Conduct of the Sorrel 
Nag, and another Servant. 

WuEN all was ready, and the Day came for 
my Departure, I took Leave of my Maſter and 
Lady, and the whole Family, mine Eyes flowing 
with Tears, and my Heart quite ſunk with Grief; 
but his Honour, out of Curioſity, and perhaps 
(if I may ſpeak it without Vanity) partly out of 


Kindneſs, was determined to ſee me in my Canoe; 
"amd 
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and jzot. ſeviral of his neighbouring Friends t to 


accompany him. I was forced to wait above an 


Hout for the Tide; and then obſerving the Wind 


very fortunately bearing towards the Iſland, to 


which I intended to ſteer my Courſe, I took a 


ſecond Leave of my Maſter : But, as I was going 
to proſtrate myſelf to kiſs his Hoof, he did me 


the Honour to raiſe it gently to my Mouth. I 


am not ignorant, how much I have been cen- 
ſured for mentioning this laſt Particular. De- 
tractors are pleaſed to think it improbable, that 


fo illuſtrious a Perſon ſhould defcend to. give ſo 


great a Mark of Diſtinction to a Creature ſo infe- 
rior as I. Neither have I forgot, how apt ſome 
Travellers are to boaſt of extraordinary Favours 
they have received. But, if theſe Cenſurers were 
bother acquainted with the noble and courteous 
Diſpoſition of the Houybnhnms, they would ſoon 
Change their Opinion.

Wind was very favourable, 
ins, I made Uſe at firſt only of 'my Pad- 
dles ; but conſidering I ſhould ſoon be weary, _ 
and that the Wind might probably chop about,

with the Help of the Tide, I went at the Rate 
of a League and an half an Hour, as near as I 
could gueſs. My Maſter and his Friends conti- 
nued on the Shore, until I was almoſt out of 
Sight; and I often heard the Sorrel Nag (who 
always loved me) crying out, Hnuy illa nyha 
maiah Yahoo, Take Care of thyſelf, gentle Yahoo. 
Mr Deſign was, if poſſible, to diſcover ſome 
fmall Iſland uninhabited, yet ſufficient, by my 
Labour, to furniſh me with Neceffaries of Life, 
which I would have thought a greater Happineſs, 
than to be firſt Minifter in the politeſt Court of 
Europe: ſo horrible was the Idea I conceived of 
returning to live in the Society, and under the 
Government of Yahoos. For, in ſuch a Solitude 
as I defired, I could at leaſt enjoy my own

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Thoughts, and reflect, with Delight, on the 
Virtuęs of thoſe inimitable How ybubnms, without 


any Opportunity of „ into che Vices | 


and Corruptions of my own Species. 

+ THz Reader may remember what 1 8 
* my Crew conſpired againſt me, and con- 
fined me to my Cabbin; — I continued there 


ſeveral Weeks, without knowing what Courſe TT 


we took; and when I was put aſhore in the 
Long boat, how the Sailors told me, with Oaths, 


- whether true or falſe, that they knew. not in 


what Part of the World we were. However, I 


did then believe us to be about ten Degrees 


Seurbanard of the Cape of Good. Habe, or about 
forty-five Degrees Southern Latitude, as I gather- 


ed from ſome general Words I overheard among 
them, being I ſuppoſed to the South-Eaft in their 


intended Voyage to Madagaſcar ; and, although 


this were but little better than Conjecture, yet I 


reſolved to ſteer my Courſe Ea/iward, hoping to 


reach the South-1/eft Coaſt of New-Holland, and 


perhaps ſome ſuch Iſland as I deſired, lying 


Weſtward of it. The Wind was full Jef, an 
by fix in the Evening I computed I had gone 


Eaſttward at leaſt eighteen Leagues; when I 
ſpied a very ſmall Ifand, about half a League 
off, which I ſoon reached. It was nothing but 
a Rock with one Creek, naturally arched by the 
Force of 'Tempeſts. Here I put in my Canoo, 
and climbing a Part of the Rock, I at © plainly 
diſcover Land to the Eft, extending from 1 South 
to . 1 hy all n in my Canoos and 
| repeating 
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repeating my Voyage 7 in the Morning, I ar- 
rived in ſeven Hours to the South-Eaft Point of 
New-Holland. This confirmed me in the Opi- 
nion I have long entertained; that the Maps and 
Charts place this Country at leaſt three Degrees 


more to the Eaſt than it really is; Which 
Thought I communicated many Years ago to 


my worthy Friend Mr. Herman Moll, and gave 
him my Reaſons for it, although he hath rather 
choſen to follow other Authors. 

I saw no Inhabitants in the Place where I 


landed; and, being unarmed, I was afraid of 


venturing far into the Country. J found ſome 
Shell-Fiſh on the Shore, and eat them raw; not 
daring to kindle a Fire, for fear of being diſco- 
vered by the Natives. I continued three Days 


feeding on Oyſters and Limpits, to fave my own 


- Proviſions ; and I fortunately found a Brook of 
excellent Water, which gave me great Relief. 
O the fourth Day, venturing out early 3 little 
too far, I ſaw twenty or thirty Natives upon a 
Height, not above five hundred Yards from me. 


They were ſtark naked, Men, Women, and Chil- 


dren, round a Fire, as I could diſcover by the 


Smoke. One of them ſpied me, and gave No- 


tice to the reſt ; five of them ane towards 


me, leaving the Women and Children at the 


Fire. I made what Haſte I could to the Shore, 


and getting into my Canoo, ſhoved off: The 


Savages, obſerving 1 me retreat, ran after me; and, 


before I could get far enough into the Sea, dil 


charged an Arrow, which wounded me deeply 
on "the Inſide of wb left Knee (1 ſhall carry the 


Mark 
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Mark to my Grave.) I apprehended the Arrow. 
might be poiſoned; and paddling out of the 
Reach of their Darts (being a calm Day) I made 
a ſhift to ſuck che Waunch and dreſs it as well. 
as I could; 
Ius at a 1 to 3 * 1 durſt * re- 
turn to the ſame Landing- place, but ſtood to the 
North; and was forced — — * for the Wind, 
although very gentle, was againſt me, blowing 
| North-Weſt. As I was looking about for a ſecure, 
Landing-place, I faw a Sail to he North-North- | 
Eat, which appearing every Minute more viſi- 
ble, 1; was: in ſome Doubt, whether I ſhould. 
wait for them or no; but, at laſt, my Deteſta- 
tion of the Yahoo Race prevailed ; and, turning 
my Canoo, I-failed ind paddled together to the 
South, and got into the ſame Creek — whence 
ſet out in the Morning; chooſing. rather to 
truſt myſelf among theſe Barbarians, than live 
with European Yahoos. I drew up my Canoo as 
cloſe as. I could to the Shore, and hid myſelf be- 
hind a Stone by the little Brook, which, as I have 
already ſaid, was excellent Water. 

TRE Ship came within half a League of . 
Creck, and ſent out her Long- boat with Veſſels 
to take in freſh Water (for the Place it ſeemeth 
was very well known), but I did not obſerve. it 

until the Boat was almoſt on Shore, and it was 
too late to ſeek another hiding Place. The Sea- 
men, at their landing, obſerved my Canoo, and 
rummaging it all over, eaſily conjectured, that 
hs Ouner could not, be Mar off.

I therefore- 
hoped they would not treat me as an Enemy, 
ſince I meant them no Harm, but was a poor 
Yahoo, ſeeking ſome deſolate Place, where to paſs 
the Remainder of my unfortunate' Life.

_ ArTxR Dinner Don Pedro came to me: and 
deſired to know my Reaſon for ſo deſperate an 
Attempt; aſſured me, he only meant to do me 
all the Service he was able; and ſpoke ſo very 
movingly, that at laſt I deſcended to treat him 
like an Animal which had ſome little Portion of 
Reaſon. I gave him a very ſhort Relation of my 
Voyage; of the Conſpiracy againſt me, by my 
own Men ; of the Country where they ſet me on 
Shore, and of my five Years Reſidence there. 
All which he looked upon as if it were a Dream 
or a Viſion, whereat 1 took great Offence ; for I 
had quite forgot the Faculty of Lying, ſo pecu- 
liar to Yahoos in all Countries where they preſide, 
and conſequently the Diſpoſition of ſuſpecting 
Truth in others of their own Species. I afked 
him, Whether it were the Cuſtom of his Coun- 
try to ſay the Thing that was not?

any-Thing againſt my Life; or elſe, he would

I gave him the Promiſe he required; but at the 
fame Time proteſted, that I would ſuffer the 
greateſt Hardſhips, rather than return to live 
among Yahoos. © 
Ou Voyage paſſed e any eotfiderable 
Fenn In Gratitude to the Captain, I ſome- 
times ſat with him at his earneſt Requeſt, and 
ſtrove to conceal my Antipathy againſt human 
Kind, although it often broke out; which he 
ſuffered to _— without Obſervation: But the 
greateſt Part of the Day, I confined myſelf to 
my Cabbin, to avoid ſeeing any of the Crew. 
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felf of my ſavage Dreſs, and offered to lend me 
the beſt Suit of Cloaths he had. This I would 


not be prevailed on to accept, abhorring to cover 


myſelf with any Thing that had been on tlie Back 


of a Taboo. I only deſired he would lend me 
two clean Shirts, which having been waſhed 
ſince he wore them, I believed would not 


ſo much defile me. Theſe I changed every 
ſecond Day, and waſhed them myſelf. 


We arrived at Liſbon, Nov. 5, 1715. At our 
Landing, the Captain forced me to cover my- 


ſelf with his Cloak, to prevent the Rabble from 
crouding about me. I was conveyed to his own 
Houſe ; and, at my earneſt Requeſt, he led me 


up to the higheſt Room backwards. I conjured 


him to conceal from all Perſons what I had told 


him of the Houyhnbums; becauſe the leaſt Hint 


of ſuch a Story would not only draw Numbers 
of People to ſee me, but probably put me in 


Danger of being impriſoned, or burnt by the In- 
quiſition. The Captain perſuaded me to accept 
a Suit of Cloaths newly made, but I would not 
ſuffer the Taylor to take my Meaſure; however, 


Don Pedro being almoſt of my Size, they fitted 


me well enough. He accoutred me with other 

Neceſſaries, all new ; which I aired for twenty 
four Hours before 1 would uſe them. 

Tus Captain had no Wife, nor above three 

- Servants, none of which were ſuffered to : attend 

at Meals; and his whole Deportment was ſo 

; obliging, added to very good human Underſtand- 


ing, that I really began to tolerate his Company. 


? He gained ſo far upon me, that I ventured to 


Cc C 2 ; look 
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look out of the back Window. By Degrees, I 
was brought into another Room, from whence I 
eeped into the Street, but drew my Head back 
in a Fright... In a Week's Time he ſeduced me 
\ down to the Door. I found my Terror gradually 
leſſened, but my Hatred and Contempt ſeemed 
to increaſe. I was at laſt bold enough to walk 
the Street in his Company, but kept my Noſe well 
U with Rue, or ſometimes with Tobacco. 
Id ten Days, Don Pedro, to whom I had 

given ſome Account of my domeſtick Affairs, 
put it upon me as a Point of Honour and Con- 
_ ſrience, that I ought to return to my native 
Country, and live at Home with my Wife and 
Children. He told me, there was an Engliſb 
Ship in the Port juſt ready to ſail, and he would 
furniſh me with all Things neceflary. It would 
be tedious to repeat his Arguments, and my Con- 
tradictions. He ſaid it was altogether impoflible 
to find ſuch a ſolitary Iſland as I had defired to 

live in; hut I might command in my own Houſe, 
and paſs my Time in a Manner as recluſe as I 
Pleaſed. 

I comPLIED at laſt, gading I "Nev not « 
better. I left Liſbon the 24th Day of November, 
in an Engliſh Merchant-man, but who was the 

Maſter I never inquired. Don Pedro accompa- 
nied me to the Ship, and lent me twenty Pounds. 
He took kind Leave of me, and efnbraced me at 
parting; which I bore as well as I could. During 
-this laſt Voyage, 'T-had no Commerce with the 
_ Maſter, or any of his Men; but pretending I was 
beck, kept cloſe in = Cabin. On the fifth of 
December 
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December 1715, we caſt Anchor in the Downs 
about nine in the Morning, and at three in the 
Afternoon I got fate to my Houte at Redriſ-. 
My Wife and Family received me with great 
Surprize and Joy, becauſe they —— me 
certainly dead; but I muſt freely confeſs, the 
Sight of them filled me only with Hatred, Diſ- 
guſt, and Contempt; and the more, by reflect- 
ing on the near Alliance I had to them. For 
although, ſince my unfortunate Exile from the 
Houybnhnm Country, I had compelled myſelf ta 
tolerate the Sight of Yahoos, and to converſe with. 
Don Pedro de Mendez, yet my Memory and 
Imagination were perpetually filled with the Vir- 
tues and Ideas of thoſe exalted Howybnhnms, 
And, when I began to conſider, that by. copu- 
lating with one of the Taboo Species, I had be- 
come a Parent of more, it ſtruck. me with the ut 
moſt Shame, Confuſion, and Horror. 
As ſoon as I entered the Houſe, my Wife. 
took me in her Arms, and kiſſed me; at which, 
having not been uſed to the Touch of that odious 
Animal for ſo many Years, I fell in a Swoon for 
almoſt an Hour. At the Time I am writing, it 
is five Years fince my laſt Return to. England ; 
during the firſt Year, I could not endure my 
Wife ar Children in my Preſence, the very 
Smell of them was —— much leſs could 
I ſuffer them to eat in the fame Room. To this 
Hour they dare not preſume to touch my Bread, 
or drink out of the fame Cup; neither was I 
ever able to let one of them take me by the 
Hand. The firſt Money I laid out was to buy 
two

World would no longer be deceived, as it uſually 
js, while ſome Writers, to make thels Works 
paſs the better upon the Publick, impoſe the 
groſſeſt Falſities on the unwary Reader: I have 
peruſed ſeveral Books of Travels, with great De- 
light, in my younger Days; but, having fince 
gone over moſt Parts of the Globe, and been 
able to contradict many fabulous Accounts from 
my own Obſervation; it hath given me a great 
Diſguſt againſt this Part of Reading; and ſome 
Indignation, to ſee the Credulity of Mankind {© 
impudently abuſed. Therefore, ſince my Ac- 
quaintance were pleaſed to think my poor En-

to be got by Writings, which require neither

like Dictionary-Makers, are ſunk into Oblivion 
by the Weight and Bulk of thoſe who come laſt, 
and therefore lie uppermoſt. And, it is highly | 
probable, that ſuch Travellers, who ſhall here- 
after viſit the Countries deſcribed in this Work 
of mine, may, by detecting my Errors (if there 
be any), and adding many new. Diſcoveries of 
their own, joſtle me out of Vogue, and ſtand in 
my Place, making the World forget that ever I 


Was an Author. This indeed would be too great 


a Mortification, if I wrote for Fame; but, as my 
ſole Intention was the PuBL 1cx Good, I cannot 
be altogether diſappointed. For, who can read 
the Virtues I have mentioned in the glorious 
Houybnhnms, without being aſhamed of his own, 
Vices, when he conſidereth himſelf as the rea- 


ſoning, governing Animal of his Country? I

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ſhall ſay nothing of thoſe remote Nations where 


 Yahoos Drefide; ; amongſt which the leaſt corrupt 


ed are the Brobdingnagians, whoſe wiſe Maxims

further, and rather leave the judicious Reader to

IAM not a little pleaſed, that this Work of 
mine can poſſibly meet with no Cenſurers: For 
what Objections can be made againſt a Writer, 
who relateth only plain Facts, that happened in 
ſuch diſtant Countries, where we have not the 
leaſt Intereſt with reſpect either to Trade or Ne- 
gotiations ? I have carefully avoided every Fault 
with which common Writers of Travels are 


often too juſtly charged. Beſides, I meddle not 
the leaſt with an y Party, but write without Paſ- 


fion, Prejudice, or ill Will againſt any Man, or 
Number of Men whatſoever. - I write for the 
nobleſt End, to inform and inſtruct Mankind, 
over whom I may, without Breach of Mod! 
pretend to ſome Superiority, from the Advantages 


I received by converſing ſo long among the moſt _ 


accompliſhed Houyhnbums. I write without any 


View towards Profit or Praiſe. T never ſuffer a - 


Word to paſs that may look like Reflection, or 
poſſibly give the leaſt Offence, even to thoſe who 
are moſt ready to take it. So that, I hope, I 
may with ' Juſtice pronounce myſelf an Author 
perfectly blameleſs ; againſt whom the Tribes of 
Anſwerers, Conſiderers, Obſervers, Reflecters, 
Detecters, Remarkers, will never be able to find 
Matter for exerciſing their Talents. 
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I cox Ess it was whiſpered to me, that I was 
bound i ir; Duty as a Subject of England, to have 
given in a Memorial to a Secretary of State, at 
my firſt coming over, becauſe whatever — 
are diſcovered by a Subject belong to the Crown: 
But, I doubt, whether our Conqueſts in the 
Countries I treat of, would be as — as thoſe of 
Ferdinando Corte over the naked Americans. 
The Lilliputians, I think, are hardly worth the 
Charge of a Fleet and Army to «bas them; 
| 2 T queſtion, whether it 2 be prudent or

for-invading them. Their Prudence, Unanimity, 
Unacquaintedneſs with Fear, and their Love of 
their . would amply ſupply all Defects 
in the military Art. Imagine twenty thouſand 
of them breaking into the Midſt of an European 
Army, confounding the Ranks, overturning the 
Carriages, battering the Warriors Faces into 
Mummy, by terrible Verks from their hinder 
Hoofs: 12 or they would well deſerve the Cha- 
racter given to Auguſtus ; Recalcitrat undi que

ſet up a rotten Plank, or a Stone, for a Memo- 
rial; they murder two or three Dozen of the 
Natives, bring away a Couple more by Force for 
a Sample, return Home, and get their Pardon. 
Here commenceth a new Dominion acquired 
with a Title by Divine Right. Ships are ſent 
with the firſt Opportunity, the Natives driven 


out or deſtroyed, their Princes tortured to diſco- 


yer their Gold, a free Licence given to all Acts 
of Inhumanity and Luſt, the Earth reeking with 
the Blood of its Inhabitants ; and this execrable 
Crew of Butchers, employed i in ſo pious an Ex- 


pedition 5 
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pedition, is a Modern Colony ſent to convert and 
civilize an idolatrous and barbarous People. 
Bor this Deſcription, I confeſs, doth by no 
Means affect the Britiſh Nation, who may be an

canquered and enſlaved, murdered, or driven 


out by Colonies;. nor abound either in Gold, 
Silver, Sugar, or Tobacco; I did humbly con- 
ceive they were by no Means proper Objects of 
our Zeal, our Valour, or our Intereſt. How- 
ever, if thoſe whom it may concern think fit to 
be of another Opinion, I am ready to depoſe, 
when I ſhall be lawfully called, That no Euro- 
oo did ever viſit theſe Countries before me; I 
mean, if the Inhabitants ought to be believed.

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Bor, as to the Formality of taking Poſſeſſion 
in my Sovereign's Name, it never came once into 
my Thoughts; and, if it had, yet as my Affairs 
then ſtood, I ſhould perhaps, in Point of Pru- 
dence and Self-Preſervation, have put it off to a
